It had rain ed in Fort Worth, 
Tex ., that morn in g. When I 
peered ou t of the win dow of my 
hotel room I saw that despite 
the drizzle, a crowdalready had 
gathered in a parkin g lot across 
the street where Presiden t Ken ­ 
n edy was schedu led for a brief 
appearan ce. 
By the time the smilin g Presi­ 
den t stepped ou t of an elev ator 
in the crowded lobby two hou rs 
later, 
the 
su n had broken 
throu gh. Flan ked by Vice Presi­ 
den t Ly n don 
B. John son an d 
Gov . John B. Con n ally of Tex as, 
the Presiden t walked across the 
street, spoke briefly . 
In a high good hu mor he ex ­ 
plain ed to the frien dly crowd 
that Mrs. Ken n edy wasn 't with 
him becau se she still was mak­ 
in g preparation s forabreakfest 
appearan ce schedu led for them 
in the hotel. 
"It takes a little lon ger, bu t 
she looks so mu ch better than 
we do," he said with a grin . 
After the breakfast meetin g, 
at which Ken n edy praised the 
con trov ersial TFX warplan e to 
be bu ilt in Fort Worth, the Pres­ 
iden t an d his wife made their 
way throu gh the applau din g 
crowds to the White Hou se lim­ 
ou sin e from which the bu bble 
top had been remov ed.

PROGRAM NOT UNDERSTOOD 
CONGRESSMAN ASKS CLOSE LOOK AT AID 
EDITOR'S NOTE: Representativ e Otto E. P ass­ 
m an , Chairman of the House Appropriations Sub­ 
committee on Foreign Operations, recen tly pre­ 
pared this article on a subject he knows well. 
R is reprin ted from the Congressional Record. 
After all these y ears of pouring out A m erica's 
wealth and resources to countries all ov er the 
" world through foreign aid, the v ast scope of this 
immensely complex program — m ich, if not 
mo3t, of which, indisputably , ha3 been, and is, 
111 -conceiv ed, bally ex ecuted, un realistic, and 
. enormously wasteful — still is not generally 
understood by the public. So it is urgently im~ 
Jtortant that ev ery citizen should take a closer 
and m ore careful look at it. 
—Foreign aid since the end of World War n 
has cost the United States m ore than $120 bil­ 
lion (including assistan ce through international 
■organizations, ov erseas m ilitary construction, 
and in terest on the money we hav e borrowed to 
giv e away ). And basically failing to accomplish 
its intended objectiv es, it has been the greatest 
foreign - policy flop in history . The ev idence in 
support of this assertion is av ailable in abun- 
dance, 
and needs only to be ex amined an d 
analy zed. 
Of the aggregate amount of 
our aid, $100 
billion, in round figures, has been giv en out 
cifc a unilateral ba3is, going into 111 foreign 
n ations and entities, including Communist, Com­ 
munist - leaning, and so-called n eutralist coun­ 
trie s alike. In addition to this, indirect aid has 
been ex tended by the United States through 
c a pita l inv estments, ex ceeding $5.1 billion in 
fiv e different international financial institutions, 
- wMch hav e, in turn , disbursed assistan ce total­ 
ing m ore than $7.5 billion. 
. Since July 1, 19 45, our country has put $44.7 
billion of direct aid into Europe, $21.8 billion

>fbase y ears — and despite the seriously dam­ 
aging drain the program is making on our 
economy — the tren d for ex panding foreign 
aid (continued) upward, rath er than heading 
..downward. 
This y ear (fiscal 19 64), for ex ample, the 
-United States is giv ing economic aid to at 
least 73 countries and sev en entities and, 
^gnt&stic though it is, m ilitary assistan ce to 
coun tries. This program not only is un­ 
itrolled, but it is uncontrollable; and it is 
•fisiperativ e, in our own national in terest, that it 
be drastically curtailed and tightly adm inistered. 
Substantially as a result of our aid, ov er the 
10 y ears U. S* gold reserv es hav e been 
laced from m ore than $23 billion to less than 
billion and, whUe this ban been going on, 
foreign “ free-w orld" countries also hav e in­ 
creased their short - term dollar credits from 
less than $11 billion to $25 billion. 
■ In con trast, the 
United States is struggling 
Ufcder the burden of a borrowed-money public 
of $305 billion — which is some $25 bil- 
a m ore than the combined public debts of 
*afl the other 112 countries of the world — and, 
on top of that, has statutory obligations calling 
for the pay out of money for serv ices pre - 
- Viously ren dered amounting to approx imately 
billion. The two, together, make a read 
obligation for our Gov ernment already in ex is- 
•j ten ce amounting to the incomprehensible sum of 
, Jfl,trillio n , 51 billion. 
During the past 13 y ears we hav e had a 
balance of pay ments deficit in ev ery y ear but 
with the total of dollars going out of 
o ne country ov er the dollars coming in ex ceed- 
tpg $24.3 billion. And, in addition to that alarm - 
fact, which is attributable in large m easure 
io reiflp aid, our fav orable balance of trade 
steadily dwindling, as the United States be- 
a Increasingly less competitiv e in world 


• 
of the proponents of our foreign-aid 
am point to the fact that it amounts to 


but a relativ ely sm all percentage of our gross 
national product. While I do not regard this 
as a v alid argument for this ty pe of indis­ 
crim in ate spending, it is well for us to note 
that of our $554 billion GNP last y ear, $137 
billion of it was represen ted by tax es at the 
v arious lev els of gov ernment. 
Furtherm ore, if, for ex ample, the 19 40 price 
tags were placed on our 19 62 output of goods 
and serv ices, our GNP last y ear would hav e 
been only about $263 billion, 
and not $554 
billion. Today 's dollar is worth only about 
44 cents as compared to the dollar in 19 40, 
when our foreign aid was started prior to 
World W ar II, and the program since then 
has been a significant factor in this slashing, 
through inflation, of 56 cents from the dollar’s 
purchasing power. 
No other nation in the world, ex cept the 
United States, is actually giv ing away its wealth, 
through foreign aid. 
England and Fran ce hav e ex tended assistan ce 
of $1.4 and $3.1 billion, respectiv ely , chiefly to 
their form er colonies and dependencies. West 
Germany , Japan, Israel, and a few others are 
prov iding some foreign assistan ce in sm all 
amounts. But these fiv e countries named hav e 
been direct poslwar ben eficiaries of our unilat­ 
eral aid amounting to a total of more than 
$27.6 billion. Nev ertheless, their aid to others 
has not been of the giv eaway ty pe. 
The Sino-Sov iet bloc has also ex tended some 
credits for goods and serv ices to other coun­ 
tries, on a relativ ely limited scale. The total 
for these authorizations for the 9 y ears through 
19 62 is reported at $5.1 billion, but of this 
sum only $1.3 billion has actually been pro­ 
v ided. And none of it was put out as a gift. 
All of these Sov iet dealings hav e, in fact, 
inv olv ed either banker - ty pe loans or profit­ 
able b arter deals. The Sov iets inv ariably ex ­ 
pect repay ment in needed usuable goods and 
hard 
cash 
aid, conseq uently , assess th e 
capabilities of the v arious areas to which they 
ex tend credits according to their ability to pay . 
On the other hand, we giv e our aid away 
outright or cloak the gifts in the guise of 
loans, m ost of which are completely phony . 
They hav e a 40-y ear period of repay ment, a 
10-y ear period of grace before the recipient is 
supposed to start repay ing any thing at all, and 
then at the rate of 1 percent a y ear on the 
prin cipal, with no in terest charge (although a 
tokep serv ice fee of three-fourths of 1 per­ 
cent a y ear is imposed). 
But that is only a part of the story of our so- 
called loans, another rev ealing part being that 
whatev er repay m ents might possibly be receiv ed 
are not return ed to the U. S. T reasury , but are 
put right back into the foreign - aid program for 
further “ loans.. . ." 
Representativ e Passm an called for correctiv e 
_ action. It came August 23rd when the U. S. 
House passed a foreign aid bill of $3.5 billion. 
Senate action is ex pected later this month.

The continuing civilian unrest 
and political uncertainty in 
South Viet Nam make gloomy 
reading for every American— 
the gloomiest since the Sy ngman 
Rhee government 
was over­ 
thrown in South Korea and re­ 
vealed to have been corrupt. 
The military situation in South 
Viet Nam is bad enough. After 
the ex penditure of untold mil­ 
lions of dollars and hundreds 
of American lives—not to men­ 
tion thousands of Vietnamese 
liv es, both civilian and mili­ 
tary —the most the United States 
can hope for is a military stale­ 
mate, according to a "think 
piece" leaked from the Central 
Intelligence Agency . 
The recent deposing of Pres­ 
ident Nguy en Khanh by massed 
demonstrations 
of students, 
Buddhists and others, rev eals 
that South Viet Nam, like Korea 
is still far from establishing a 
viable democracy . 
It would be easy to fall prey 
to a feeling of despair over the 
future of democracy in Asia. 
But if South Korea and South 
Viet Nam, two places where 
American blood has flowed so 
freely , 
are not y et safe for 


democracy , neither are they 
lost to communism. 
The Korean War was so un­ 
popular and so little understood 
that most Americans would like 
to forget it completely . Yet it 
was in Korea that outright Com­ 
munist aggression of the most 
lawless kind was met and pushed 
back to where it came from. 
The Republic of Korea, despite 
its shortcomings, still ex ists. 
And in South Viet Nam, Com­ 
munist aggression of a more 
•sinister and elusive kind is 
being met and so far held at 
bay . 
Fortunately , 
American in­ 
volvement there has been vastly 
less than it was in Korea, where 
more men fell in a given period 
of time than in the Ardennes 
in World War II. 
The great overhanging q ues­ 
tion is whether the Viet Nam 
involvement 
can 
be 
kept 
limited. Right now it appears 
unlikely that it can be, for what­ 
ev er good may eventually come 
of the latest political upheaval 
in Saigon, its immediate effect 
upon Vietnamese conduct of the 
war is bound to be adv erse. 
In a way , it may be a good 
thing that a new crisis has 
erupted in Southeast Asia at 
the beginning of the presidential 
election campaign. It is high 
time for a public hearing on 
American mistakes, 
accom­ 
plishments, 
intentions 
and 
hopes in that part of the world. 
It would be a bad thing, how­ 
ev er, if the already compli­ 
cated situation were further 
confused by cries of havoc and 
partisan attacks from the one 
side and sugar-coated assur­ 
ances from the other. 
Statesmanship—and 
truth— 
from both parties is req uired. 
* * * 
It Is comforting to know that 
the recent election was a nice, 
friendly campaign with nary a 
low blow struck by either side. 
This assurance came when 
Democratic 
and 
Republican 
leaders solemnly signed a Fair 
Campaign 
Practices 
Code, 
pledging t o keep it clean, so 
help me Barry and LBJ, and 


nev er, nev er to say any thing y o u 
wo uldn't say against y o ur o wn 
mo ther. 
So harmo nio us was the pledg­ 
ing ceremo ny that the happy 
signers co uld hardly wait to 
hurry o ut to start demo nstrate 
lng 
their friendly 
feelings 
to ward each o ther. 
Taking care no t to mentio n 
any names, since that might b# 
regarded as unfriendly , LBJ 
urged his fo llo wers to v o te fo r 
him as a pro test against "reck­ 
less factio ns" he described as 
being "co ntemptuo us to ward die 
will o f majo rities, callo us to ­ 
ward the plight o f mino rities, 
arro gant to ward o ur allies, bel­ 
ligerent to ward adv ersaries, 
and careless to ward peace." 
No w, this is abo ut as friendly 
and co zy as y o u can get in so 
few wo rds, and y o u co uldn't 
ask fo r mo re fro m a lifetime 
pal. 
Barry was just as eager to 
carry out his end of the bar­ 
gain and to do unto good old 
LBJ what good old LBJ was 
doing unto him. 
He reminded his audiences 
that the President is a very 
ric h man, conceded that a man 
had to be pretty crafty to amass 
so much loot, and hinted that 
it must be hard for any one to 
make a fortune the way Mr. 
Johnson has made his and find 
it possible to sleep well at night. 
The 
senator also remarked 
that the President is so adroit 
and influential he may be able 
to arrange for a national crisis 
or two on the eve of election. 
While this might be dangerous 
for the country , Senator Gold- 
water suggested, it would win 
votes for President Johnson. 
This is the way to keep it 
clean, and it beats ordinary 
campaign politics all hollow. 
If Mr. Khrushchev had been 
hoping the election might bring 
out a trace of riv alry between 
the two parties and their can­ 
didates, he must have been bit­ 
terly disappointed to see that 
both sides kept the campaign 
so nice and friendly and gentle.

POVERTY DRIVE IS URGED 
Washington—The vast bulk of 
American families who a gen­ 
eration ago were below the pov­ 
erty line—as presently defined 
by the 
Administration—have 
now been drawn above that line, 
the National 
Association of 
Manufacturers points out. 
"In approx imately one gener­ 
ation, we have seen poverty 
as so defined reduced from a 
condition which afflicted more 
than half of all American fam­ 
ilies to one which affects only 
one family in fiv e," the NAM 
said in a statement filed with 
the Senate Committee on Labor. 
Creation of new opportunities 
for escaping from poverty must 
be a national goal of the highest 
priority , the NAM told the Com­ 
mittee, which is considering the 
Administration's anti-pov erty 
legislative program. 
CHANGES SOUGHT 
■ "The q uestion is not whether 
this objective should be pursued 
but 
how 
it 
may best be 
achiev ed," 
the 
Association 
said. "There is a part to be 
play ed by the national govern­ 
ment, the states and localities, 
business firms,

BYE, BYE GUIDELINES 
Che figure 3.2 percent was 
alway s an arbitrary one when 
the Administration put it for­ 
ward as a "guideline" for wage 
settlements In collective bar­ 
gaining. It was supposed to be 
the rate of the annual increase 
in productivity , 
which poli­ 
ticians proposed should be pro­ 
duced by the investment of the 
owners and awarded to the em­ 
ploy ees In its entirety . 
The reasoning was that if wage 
rates rose as fast as, but no 
faster than, productivity , no 
price increases would be nec­ 
essary . In fact, the word was 
that Washington wouldn't tol­ 
erate any . Thus, regardless of 
its own inflationary fiscal and 
monetary policies, inflation was 
to be kept at bay by Washington. 
The 3 .2 percent figure proved 
to be merely arbitrary , but also 
imaginary . The Administration 
didn't heed It when it advocated 
Federal pay raises at a far 
higher lev el. It stood by silently 
when the UAW demanded and got 
an increase at least 25 percent 
higher.

WASHINGTON — The 650 Mis- 
sissippians who signed a state- 
crusading of one lone news­ 
paper editor. 
Oliver Emmerich of the Mc- 
Comb Enterprise Journal had 
been slugged in the nose by a 
white racist, had been subject 
to all sorts of threats, and 
last week had the plate glass 
window of his newspaper of­ 
fice punctured by a bullet. 
Nevertheless, he kept ham­ 
mering away editorially on the 
importance of law and order, 
and the importance of commu­ 
nications between Negroes and 
whites. 
When I was in McComb last 
month, he kept asking me what 
the solution is. 
I q uoted him 
Ly ndon Johnson’s famous say ­ 
ing, "Let us reason together" 
—advice which Ly ndon at­ 
tributes to Speaker Sam Ray ­ 
burn, who alway s said, "Ifs 
better to talk than to fight." 
Emmerich has now won out on 
this point. In the Declaration 
of Principle which the 650 Mc­ 
Comb citizens signed this week, 
they went on record not only for 
law 
and 
order and "Eq ual 
Treatment 
Regardle s s 
of 
Race," 
but 
also 
for " re ­ 
establishing avenues of com­ 
munication and understanding." 
This may be difficult. Because 
such bitterness has developed 
on the part of white leaders 
toward 
the 
y oung freedom 
workers who invaded from the 
North, most Mississippians re­ 
fuse to talk to them. 
They will talk to the Moderate 
Negro preachers or the Moder­ 
ate Negro Businessmen, who In 
turn are called "Uncle Toms" 
by the freedom workers. 
KKK CONDEMNED 
This was what Caused State's 
Atto rney Jo e Py go tt, o ne o f the 
mo re reaso nable law enfo rce­ 
ment o f f ic e r s , to remark: 
"Race relatio ns in Mississip­ 
pi are no w wo rse than at any 
time since the Civ il War." 
Ho wev er, ex cesses by white 


law enforcement officers have 
begun to conver the Uncle Toms. 
In McComb, for instance, Rev. 
Sy lv ester Dickey , Pastor of the 
Rose Hill Baptist Church, was 
one of the Negro leaders so 
critical of the freedom workers 
that early last summer he cir­ 
culated a petition to get them to 
leav e town. 
But when I was in McComb last 
month, Rev. Dickey was letting 
the freedom workers use his 
church for a meeting. 
Two things had happened to 
change his mind. First, the 
f r e e d o m 
w o r k e r s 
had 
threatened to hold their meeting 
on his church lawn. But more 
important, four men in black 
hoods had kidnaped his son-in- 
law, Wilbert Lewis, taken him 
to a lonely spot, tied him to a 
tree, and whipped him with a 
cat-o-nine-tails Jor 45 min­ 
utes. They were try ing to get 
him to talk about the freedom 
movement. 
In the past, the Ku Klux Klan 
has had a lot to say about law 
enforcement in McComb and in 
many other parts of Mississip­ 
pi. The head of the Klan, Em­ 
mett 
Thornhill, one of 
the 
wealthiest men in McComb, has 
his son serv ing as an Aux iliary 
Policeman, and Thornhill him­ 
self seems to have plenty of 
influence with the police and 
sheriff's offices. 
When the nine white men who 
pleaded guilty or no defense 
to bombing churches and pri­ 
vate homes were in the court 
room on trial, they joked and 
fraternized with the police. One 
high official of the sheriff's 
office even bought them Cokes. 
COURAGEOUS STATEMENT 
It's also significant that Billy 
Wilson, one of the convicted 
white bombers, was a member 
of the Aux iliary Police and 
turned up at the home of Mrs. 
Aly ene Quin Immediately after 
the bombing. He had been able 
to go home, put on his uniform, 
and return to the scene of the 
crime, rifle in hand. 
This was how the police force 
has 
been 
infiltrated with 
racists. 
This Is also why the Statement 
o f Principle signed in McCo mb

Gov. Pat Brown of California 
had a friendly talk with Sen­ 
ator-elect George Murphy , Re­ 
publican, the actor who defeated 
Liberal Democrat Pierre Sal­ 
inger in one of the upsets of 
the recent elections.

Asian and African Lands Ask 
Peace Corps To Bring them 
Skilled Men from U. S. Fac­ 
tories 
Pittsburgh: — Downtown in 
this city seems a long way off 
from the tiny hamlet at the edge 
of the monkey territory in up 
country Senegal, Africa, where 
I stopped my Landrover this 
summer. Three crew-cut y oung 
men came ov er to us from the 
well they had been digging in 
the hundred degree heat. 
Why were they going a hundred 
feet down in the noonday heat? 
The answer was simple and 
swift. They were U. S. Peace 
Corps men. They were there to 
help a people who had never had 
running water — a people whose 
y oung men had fought for free­ 
dom in many a war and had 
alway s come home to this. The 
Peace Corps men said; We want 
them to know the Americans are 
their friends. 
What now ties Pittsburgh to the 
Senegal hamlet north of the 
French city of Thies? The link 
is a relativ ely new Blue Collar 
recruiting drive — the working­ 
man’s Rhodes scholarship pro­ 
gram to bring America's skilled 
factory and construction work­ 
ers to the new world of under­ 
developed nations. 
In the past, the Peace Corps 
cadres had been made up of 
y oung college men such as my 
friends in Senegal. Now the 
Corps 
wants working 
men. 
There is no age limit, no edu­ 
cational minimum, no college 
degrees as a req uirement, just 
the skills of men who man 
America's big mills and con­ 
struction projects. 
This drive has the cooperation 
of such men as Walter Reuther, 
head of the militant United Auto 
Workers Union and the chief 
ex ecutives of such corporations 
as General 
Motors, 
Ford, 
Chry sler, 
American Motors, 
Caterpillar, and soon the air­ 
craft and steel industry . 


Within a few day s, Dave y ur- 
gess, a v eteran foreign serv ice 
officer who is an "old" Asian 
hand, will drop in to see Dave 
McDonald, 
president of the 
United Steel Workers of Amer­ 
ica, at its national headq uarters 
here. Burgess, who already has 
conferred with Conrad Cooper, 
vice president of U. S. Steel 
and chief of the steel industry 's 
joint bargaining team, wants the 
industry 
to insert 
the new 
skilled workers Peace Corps 
clause in the new steel industry 
contract when it is signed nex t 
y ear^ 
With the mutual agreement of 
Reuther and the industrial rela­ 
tions vice presidents of the 
major auto 
companies, the 
clause was written into the 
contract recently negotiated in 
that industry . 
The clause guarantees leaves 
of absence for those working 
men ' who want to go to South 


America, Africa or Asia-any - 
where from Lima, Peru, to the 
Himalay a nation of Nepal- to < 
work and even teach. The clause 
guarantees 
re-employ ment, 
seniority and pension rights 
and credit even to those who 
are going through apprentice 
training if they volunteer for 
Peace Corps serv ice. 
The Corps needs such prac­ 
tical men. Out of the 10,000 
now serv ing in 46 countries, 
only 200 have been men with 
professional 
skills 
in their 
hands. 
Now the Latin lands are asking 
for some 400 out of our fac­ 
tories 
and building and con­ 
struction trades. They want men 
who can put roofs on houses, • 
build schools, wire a commu­ 
nity center, fix a truck, handle 
a garage, pour concrete and 
make things out of lumber. 
Guinea, on the West Coast of 
Africa, where I’ve just been, 
needs some 
40 garage me­ 
chanics. Tunisia wants men who 
can repair buses and trucks 
and maintain all ty pes of ma­ 
chines and agricultural imple­ 
ments. The Malay sian govern­ 
ment, 
whose capital, 
Kuala 
Lumpur, is hardly a hardship 
post, is asking for 50 men who 
can teach vocational skills. 
My friends in the government 
of Ethiopia’s King of Kings, 
his imperial majesty Emperor 
Haile Selassie, the best friend 
America has on the African 
continent, 
needs machinists. 
Nigeria, which the Sino-Soviet 
bloc drools over because of its 
55 million people, and whose 
Dig city traffic jams prove its 
modernity , wants all the me­ 
chanics it can get. 
So the Peace Corps has talked 
to management and labor. It has 
set up a series of teams which 
go right onto the factory floor, 
or cafeteria or some big office 
and talk to shop stewards and 
middle management people. 
The drive started at Mack 
Truck in Hagerstown, Md. in 
Peoria recently Burgess and 
some of his colleagues made 
38 speeches in some 24 hours 
at the Caterpillar plant and re­ 
port they came away with 84 
applicants. 
Married couples with no de­ 
pendents under 
18 are wel­ 
comed. The husband will handle 
the machinery . The wife will 
teach home economics or help 
v illagers. The couples are first 
trained for sev eral months In 
the language 
and methods of 
adaptation to the new, far-off 
home. 
At the end of the two-y ear 
stint, the couple will have $3,- : 
600 — before tax es — since, 
all ex penses are paid. And they 
will 
have gained ex perience 
needed by many American firms 
now beginning to move into the 
new lands. 
That's why Pittsburgh is not 
as far from Dakar, Senegal, 
after all.

M. Serv oz now is p resident 
of a large French fragrance 
hou se with wide distribu tion 
here. Du ring a bu siness p au se 
in New York, he ex p lained 
that “the p erfu me bu siness 
is an art, a v ery su btle one. 
You ’v e got to smell what y ou 
make. The av erage p e r s o n 
can smell from 200 to 500 
scents bu t the sensitiv e nose 
can smell from 1,000 to 2,500 
scents.” Lau ghingly he ad­ 
mits this has its drawbacks. 


Fortu nately , we can im­ 
p rov e ou r sensitiv ity and ap ­ 
p reciation of scents. This ac­ 
cou nts, Serv oz say s, for in- 
c r e a s e d p op u larity of p er­ 
fu me in the United States.

Not harv esting max imu m 
y ield potentials.

When y ou r soil is tested it is 
analy zed for percent org anic 
m atter, 
pou nds 
per acre of 
phosphate, potassiu m, calciu m, 
mag nesiu m, and hy drog en. The 
soil reaction or acidity - re ­ 
ferred to as pH- is also ru n 
on each sample. 
With the a- 
bov e resu lts, plu s recent soil 
test correlation and prev iou s 
cropping history , a fertilizer 
recommendation can be made 
that is reliable and accu rate. 
If low y ields are made the 
first reaction is that may be 
y ou 
didn't 
apply 
enou g h 
fertilizer, so y ou decide to in­ 
crease the rate nex t y ear. In 
many cases this isn’t the rig ht 
thing to do. 
On some of ou r 
soils ex cess nitrog en can

Halt dirt lie fore it can 
mar polished floors, or flake off 
of ov ershoes to soil the clothes 
closet and its contents. 
Try some of the following 
ideas. Nail a scru b bru sh ju st 
ou tside of the door, so people 
can scrape their shoes ov er 
its bristles. Place a big blot­ 
ter or a mat inside the door 
to absorb drips. Or, spread a 
g roov ed 
plastic 
ru nner like 
those u sed in pu blic bu ilding s. 
This m aterial, sold by the y ard, 
can lx> wiped off with a su dsy 
cloth after a storm, then rolled 
u p for storag e. 
A plastic waste basket is an 
ex cellent holder for dripping 


u mbrellas. A metal boot rack 
with a tray to catch dripping 
mu d and w ater will sav e floors, 
and also help ov ershoes dry 
faster. 
Make it fu n for small children 
to u se the “ mu d room.” Low- 
set hooks will encou rag e them 
to hang their raincoats. Giv e 
each child colorfu l 
p l a s t i c 
clothespins to clip ru bbers and 
ov ershoes tog ether in pairs — 
easy to locate on the nex t rainy 
day . Newspapers may l>e u sed 
to catch drips.

He also pointed ou t th at th e 
farm er today gets 2.7 cents 
for th e wh eat flou r in a one- 
pou nd loaf of bread, ex actly 
th e same as h e receiv ed ten 
y ears ago wh en a one-pou nd 
loaf of bread cost an av erage 
of only 17.1 cents.

grams as ex amples of pro­ 
grams th at are often misu n­ 
derstood.

We continu e to get a nu mber 
of qu estions from farm ers con­ 
cerning h ow to interpret lime 
recommendations 
we 
make 
wh en a farm er h as h is soil 
tested. 
As y ou may recall, we u sed 
to 
make lime 
recommenda­ 
tions simply in tons per acre. 
Th is meth od did not work ou t 
too well du e to th e fact th at 
th ere is qu ite a difference in 
th e different kinds of lime. 
For ex ample, 
most calciu m, 
or wh ite lime, contains 38 8 
pou nds of calciu m per ton com­ 
pared to 208 pou nds of cal­ 
ciu m contained in a ton of 
dolomitic or red lime. On th e 
oth er 
h and, 
dolomitic lime 
contains 
considerable mag­ 
nesiu m wh ere as calciu m con­ 
tains v ery little, if any . Con­ 
sequ ently , wh en we recommend 
a giv en nu mber of tons of one 
kind of lime, and th e oth er 
lime was applied in th e same 
tonnage, th e soil was not prop­ 
erly limed. 
We 
now make 
lime recom­ 
mendations in term s of actu al 
pou nds of plant food. In mak- 
ine lime recommendations, we 
tell y ou th ree th ings — th e 
amou nt of calciu m needed per 
acre, th e amou nt of magnesiu m 
needed per acre, and th e amou nt 
of calcu im and magnesiu m car­ 
bonates needed to correct th e 
acidity of y ou r soil, commonly 
referred to as calciu m carbon­ 
ate equ iv alent. Calciu m carbon­ 
ate equ iv alent designates th e 
su m total of calciu m and mag­ 
nesiu m carbonates in lime and 
indicates th e ex tent to wh ich 
lime will correct soil acidity . 
Th ese th ree th ings th at we giv e 
y ou in th e way of lime recom­ 
mendations correspond to th e 
th ree major fu nctions th at lime 
performs in th e soil. Th ese are 


ex pansion, bu t h as contribu ted 
to a 5 percent increase in th e 
wages of tex tile w orkers,” h e 
told th e grou p. 
"As a resu lt, abou t one m il­ 
lion more bales of cotton will 
be 
consu med th is marketing 
y ear th an was u sed last y ear.”

as 
follows; 1-lime su pplies 
calciu m wh ich is u sed as a 
plant food ju st as nitrogen, 
ph osph ate, 
and 
potash a r e . 
plant foods. 2 - lime su pplies 
magnesiu m wh ich is also u sed 
as a plant food. 3 - lime cor­ 
rects th e soil acidity . As y ou 
can see, we make lime recom­ 
mendations in term s of actu al 
pou nds of plant food in ac­ 
cordance with th e main fu nc­ 
tions th at lime perform s in th e 
soil. 
Now, h ow do y ou determine 
h ow mu ch lime to apply from 
y ou r soil test recommenda­ 
tions? First, y ou need to get 
th e lime analy sis inclu ding th e 
amou nt of calciu m, th e amou nt 
of magnesiu m, and th e amou nt 
of calciu m carbonate equ iv alent 
contained in a ton of lime from 
y ou r lime dealer. Th en, y ou 
merely div ide th e amou nt of 
each 
of th e th ree 
elements 
needed per acre as sh own on 
y ou r soil test by th e amou nt 
of th e element contained in a 
ton of lime wh ich will giv e y ou 
th e nu mber of tons requ ired 
to su pply th e amou nt of th at 
particu lar element needed. Th is 
sh ou ld be done for all th ree 
elements, and y ou will come u p 
with th ree tonnage figu res. For 
ex ample, y ou may need th ree 
tons of lime to su pply th e cal­ 
ciu m 
needed, one ton to su p­ 
ply th e magnesiu m needed, and 
two tons to su pply th e calciu m 
carbonate equ iv alent in wh ich 
case y ou sh ou ld apply th ree tons 
per acre. In brief, y ou figu re 
th e nu mber of tons of lime 
need to su pply each 
of th e 
th ree. Th e idea beh ind th is is 
th at y ou apply su fficient lime 
to take care of th e worst need, 
and th e 
oth er two are au to­ 
matically taken care of be­ 
cau se y ou applied more lime 
th an was needed to take care 
of th em. 
I th ink th e benefits of u sing 
th e present meth od of making 
recommendations can be illu ­ 
strated v ery simply . Let’s as­ 
su me th at by u sing th e old 
meth od of making lime recom­ 
mendations in term s of tons per 
acre we recommended th ree 
tons of calciu m lime per acre. 
Let’s also assu me th at y ou ap­ 
plied th ree tons of red lime 
rath er th an u sing calciu m lime. 
On th e basis of 38 8 pou nds of 
calciu m per ton contained in 
calciu m lime and 208 pou nds 
of calciu m contained in dolo­ 
mitic lime, th ree tons of cal­ 
ciu m lime contains 1164 pou nds 
of calciu m; wh ereas, th ree tons 
of dolomitic lime contains 624 
pou nds of calciu m. Th is means 
th at if y ou apply th ree tons of 
dolomitic lime wh ere th ree tons 
of calciu m lime were needed, 
y ou wou ld still be sh ort 540 
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pou nds of calciu m per acre. 
Th is was a v ery common oc- 
cu rance wh en we made lime 
recommendations in term s of 
tons per acre. Now, by u sing 
th e present meth od of making 
recommendations in term s of 
actu al pou nds of plant food, 
y ou apply su fficient lime to 
take care of all needs. 
We are certain th at farm ers 
are doing a mu ch better job 
of liming th eir soil by th e u se 
of th e present meth od of mak­ 
ing lime recommendations. If 
y ou h av e fu rth er qu estions qon- 
cerning th is matter, we will be 
glad to discu ss it with y ou if 
y ou will drop by y ou r Univ er­ 
sity Ex tension Center.

It was nothing more than a 
great if somewhat insane ex­ 
periment in 1819, this proposed 
steamship crossing of the At­ 
lantic backed by investors who, 
according to old hands in the 
sailing game, were somewhat 
daft in the pilot house. 
Despite 
jeers and laughter. 
from the experts, the little 
Savannah got under way 
for 
Liverpool May 22,1819. Today 
we recall the day as National 
Maritime day , in honor of the 
first steamship to cross the 
Atlantic. That the Savannah was 
only an auxiliary steamer, and 
made 
most of her crossing 
under 
sail, detracts nothing 
from her fame. It was a great 
stride forward for the Ameri­ 
can merchant marine, which 
previously 
had stressed the 
packet and the clipper and al­ 
lowed * other nations to move 
far ahead in steamship travel. 
The anniversary is of par­ 
ticular note this y ear, only a 
week after the giant ocean liner 
United States 
returned tri­ 
umphantly from her first sea 
trials. 
The Savannah was a 
great first for America; in the 
same vein, the United States is 
the largest ship ever built in 
this country , and though she is 
not as long as Britains Queen 
Elizabeth, she may well prove 
to be the fastest liner afloat. 
COMPARATIVE FIGURES 
The tremendous shipbuilding 
strides of the last 125 y ears are 
reflected in a comparison be­ 
tween the Savannah and the 
new supership: The Savannah 
has a length of 98 1/2 feet, 
Tonnage of 319, Speed 8 knots 
(under steam) 
and 
cost of 
$50,000 
— The United States 
has a length of 980 feet, ton­ 
nage of 51,500, Has speed of 
more than 31 knots, and a cost 
of $75,000,000. 
Despite the skeptics, the Sa­ 
vannah began its Trans-Atlantic 
voy age with considerable fan­ 
fare. 
The vessel, built in New 
York for the Savannah Steam­ 
ship Company , arrived 
in 
Georgia April 7. 
A Savannah 
newspaper, the Republican, an­ 
nounced with more confidence 
than most maritime men exhib­ 
ited. 
“ The steamship Savannah a r­ 
rived at our port last evening 
after a boisterous passage of 
seven days from New York. On 
her approach to the city hun­ 
dreds of citizens flocked to the 
banks of the river and while 
she ascended saluted with long 
and loud huzzas! 
The utmost 
confidence is placed in 
her 
security.” 


The 
curious crowd 
saw a 
strange sight, a 3-master with a 
long, thin stack amidships and, 
slightly aft, two sidewheels cap­ 
able of being raised on deck 
and folded like fans when sail­ 
ing power was used. As the_ 
ship came into port, she put on 
an extra burst of speed, smoke 
pouring from her stack. 
On May 19 Savannah news­ 
papers advertised that the ves­ 
sel would sail for Europe the 
next day, with passenger space 
available. 
There were, how­ 
ever, no takers, and the voyage 
was 
made without cargo or 
passengers. But the departure 
was not on the twentieth, for 
early that morning a crewman, 
returning from a final cele­ 
bration ashore, misjudged the 
width of the gangplank and fell 
into the water.

The 
rest of the time the vessel 
sailed before the winds. The 
speed of the trip is unimpres­ 
sive, since clipper ships had 
made the crossing in as little 
as sixteen day s. Nevertheless, 
the Savannah was the herald of 
the great era of transoceanic 
steam travel. 
The one incident of note oc- 
cured after the coast of Ire­ 
land was sighted. The admiral 
in the Cove of Cork took the 
Savannah for a ship on fire, and 
dispatched the king's cutter Kite 
to the rescue. The Kite could 
not sail fast enough to come 
up with a ship under 
bare 
poles. Finally the exasperated 
cutter crew fired several shots,- 
the Savannah halted and the 
Englishmen, learning what the 
vessel was, asked permission 
to come on board and inspect 
her. 
After reaching Liverpool the 
Savannah was viewed 
by the 
British 
public 
with 
great 
curiosity and £ qial suspicion. 
One newspaper suggested that 
“ this steam operation may in 
some manner be connected with 
the 
ambitious 
views of the 
United States.” 
Another, re­ 
calling that J erome Bonaparte 
had offered a large reward to 
any one who would succeed in 
rescuing his brother, Napoleon, 
from St. Helena, surmised that 
the Savannah and her master, 
Capt. Moses Rogers, had that 
undertaking in view. 
THEN ON TO RUSSIA 
A month later, however, the 
Savannah 
departed 
for St. 
Petersburg, where she was in­ 
spected by the Russian high ad­ 
miral and others. 
The final 
leg of the round trip, from 
Liverpool, was made under sail 
until the ship reached the mouth 
of the Savannah river; then she 
steamed into port under full 
power. 
Advocates of steam 
power for trans-Atlantic travel 
had been vindicated, even though 
the Savannah had made most of 
the trip under sail. 
This was 
largely due to the fact that she 
could carry only 100 tons of 
fuel in her tiny hold. 
The 
Savannah 
story ends 
somewhat unhappily . 
Shortly , 
after the voy age a great fire in 
the Georgia city forced the 
steamship company to go out 
of business. The Savannah was 
sold, her engine removed and 
she v as used as a packet from 
Savannah to New York. A few 
y ears later the vessel 
was 
wrecked in a storm off the 
Long Island coast, a short-lived 
prophet of greater things to 
come. 
No less than the Savannah, 
the United States is a monu­ 
ment to American ship-build­ 
ing enterprise. In her engines, 
decks and staterooms are pro­ 
ducts of all forty -eight states. 
The trim black vessel with white 
superstructure has t 
, 
white and blue stacks, the 
largest ever built. 
She 
is 
lighter by far than the Eliza­ 
beth, although only forty -one 
feet shorter. This is because 
of 
the 
lightweight materials 
used in construction. 
Alum­ 
inum, 
for example, replaces 
steel in many places, even the 
stacks. 
And, for fireproofing 
reasons, no wood has been used. 
The ship's rail, usually of teak, 
is constructed of aluminum. The 
builders, with some pride, point 
out that the only wood on board 
the United States is in the 
pianos and the meat chopping 
block in the galley . 
Most of 
the furniture, of an easy -going 
modern design, is of aluminum. 
One reason behind all this, of 
course, is the possibility that 
the United States may be needed 
as a troopship. Then, with few 
changes required she will be 
able 
to 
transport 
14,000 
soldiers. 
SOME PASSENGER LUXURIES 
The luxuries of the United 
States are many in contrast to 
the barren little Savannah — 
swimming pools, fine bars, a 
theater, to mention a few. But 
on the more practical side is 
the heating - air conditioning 
sy stem, in which all air, warm 
or cold comes through a light' 
fixture in the ceiling. 
The 
temperature is controlled by the 
passenger himself on individual 
cabin thermostats. 
For national security reasons, 
the exact speed of the United 
States remains a secret. 
It 
has been announced, however, 
that in her first sea trials the 
ship exceeded by more than two 
knots the 31.8 knots averaged by 
the Queen Mary on her record 
trans-Atlantic run in 1938. 
The speed, size, luxuries and 
equipment of the United States 
are a far cry from her remote 
ancestor, the Savannah. There 
is one point of kinship which 
looms clearly , however; both 
vessels, the 981/2 foot auxiliary 
steamship which crossed the 
Atlantic more than 100 y ears 
ago, and the huge luxury liner 
y et to make her maiden voy age 
represent 
great strides by 
America's 
shipbuilding in­ 
dustry .

PHOENIX, 
Ariz.

Newspaper critics got a double- 
barreled retort today before the 
31st annual convention 
of the 
Associated Press Managing Ed* « 
itors Association. 
Sam Ragan of the Raleigh 
News and Observer and the Ra­ 
leigh Times shot back at the ^ 
Warren Commission, members 
of the bar, and those who didn't 
like coverage of the presidential 
campaign. 
Don Carter of the National 
Observer, armed with question­ 
naire replies from 70 editors, 
added 
more 
ammunition to 
campaign coverage detractors. 
Ragan, 
president 
of 
the 
APME, gave his views in a gen­ 
eral roundup of the news year; 
Carter presented a summary of 
views compiled by his campaign 
and election coverage commit­ 
tee. 
Ragan 
called 
the 
last 12 
months “ the cruicible year of 
the American press.” 
It started, he said, with the 
assassination of President John 
F. 
Kennedy 
and 
continued 
through the election. 
Foremost among the prob­ 
lems, Ragan said, was coverage 
of 
the 
assassination. 
The 
Warren Commission said news 
personnel 
in 
Dallas, 
Tex., 
showed a “ lack of self-disci­ 
pline” and created “ general 
disorder” 
in Dallas police 
headquarters. 
Ragan 
said the American 
press should have been com­ 
mended rather than censured 
for its coverage of the assass­ 
ination. 
He said, however, that this 
doesn't mean “we should ignore 
a criticism voiced in the com­ 
mission's report — the matter 
of mass coverage — or indeed, 
at times, mob coverage — of 
major news events.” 
Ragan noted that an APME 
committee has been studying 
this and working with other or­ 
ganizations 
such as the Ameri­ 
can Society of Newspaper Edi­ 
tors. 
Then he said: “ Fool coverage 
seems to me to be the most 
practical answer at this time. In 
this consideration the commit­ 
tee will have to have the coop­ 
eration of the nonprint report­ 
ers and recorders, who more 
often 
than not 
make up the 
bulk of the mob on the scene 
and most readily lend validity 
to the charge of newsmen be- 
coming newsmakers. 
C arter's report to the APME 
was primarily one of compiling 
the views of other editors.

As I ru shed for a telephone, 
Vice President Johnson

At the desk I fou nd a phone, 
got the AP bu reau on the line 
and shou ted: "The President's 
been shot.” A p hotograp her on 
the scene of the assassination 
already had phoned an ey e-wit­ 
ness accou nt bu t I pou red ou t 
all of the Information I had col­ 
lected.

"Yes,” she rep lied. Her ey es 
were wet with tears. 
"Is the President dead?” I 
ask ed. 
One of the Sec ret Serv ice men 
sp u n me back ward as she went 
on withou t answering. 
A few minu tes later Malcolm 
Kildu ff, acting p ress secretary , 
ru shed ou t y elling, "Follow me, 
I'v e got an annou ncement!” 
As we raced after him, we 
k new the President mu st be 
dead bu t still clu ng to hope. It 
died with the finality of the an­ 
nou ncement. 
A shining light had gone ou t.

WASHINGTON (A P) — It still 
is a bad dream that couldn't 
happen in real life. But itdidon 
that day of Nov. 22, 1963, when 
a vibrant young President was 
murdered.

When I 
peered out of the window of my 
hotel room I saw that despite 
the drizzle, a crowd already had 
gathered in a parking lot across 
the street where President Ken­ 
nedy was scheduled for a brief 
appearance. 
By the time the smiling Presi­ 
dent stepped out of an elevator 
in the crowded lobby two hours 
later, 
the 
sun 
had

through. Flanked by Vice Presi­ 
dent Lyndon B. Johnson 
and 
Gov. John B. Connally of Texas, 
the President walked across the 
street, spoke briefly. 
In a high good humor he ex­ 
plained to the friendly crowd 
that Mrs. Kennedy wasn't with 
him because she still was mak­ 
ing preparations for a breakfast 
appearance scheduled for them 
in the hotel. 
"It takes a little longer, but 
she looks so much better than 
we do," he said with a grin. 
After the breakfast meeting, 
at which Kennedy praised the 
controversial TFX warplane to 
be built in Fort Worth, the Pres­ 
ident and his wife made their 
way 
through 
the applauding 
crowds to the White House lim­ 
ousine from which the bubble 
top had been removed. 
The presidential motorcade 
wound through streets banked 
with citizens who cheered and 
clapped as the handsome young 
President and his beautiful wife 
rode by. The story was the 
same as it had been the day be­ 
fore in San Antonio and Hous­ 
ton. Texans liked the Kennedys 
and were showing it. 
When Air Force 1 landed at

was presented with a bouquet of 
red roses.

There the crowds filled the 
streets, pressing in so closely 
motorcycle police had difficulty 
clearing a lane for the open car 
from which the President and 
his wife were smiling and wav­ 
ing.

These ambitious plans,a part 
of the “ Great Society*’ propos­ 
als Johnson will submit to Con­ 
gress next year, were revealed 
Friday by Secretary of the In­ 
terior Stewart L. Udall after a 
day-long visit at the LBJ Ranch 
15 miles west of here.

PROGRAM NOT UNDERSTOOD 
CONGRESSMAN ASKS CLOSE LOOK AT \ID 
EDITOR’S NOTE: Representative Otto E. Pass­ 
man, Chairman of the House Appropriations Sub­ 
committee on Foreign Operations, recently pre­ 
pared this article on a subject he knows well. 
It is reprinted from the Congressional Record. 
After all these years of pouring out America’s 
wealth and resources to countries all over the 
world through foreign aid, the vast scope of this 
itnmensely complex program — mich, if not 
mo3t, of which, indisputably, has been, and is, 
’ HI -conceived, bally executed, unrealistic, and 
enormously wasteful — still is not generally 
understood by the public. So it is urgently im­ 
portant that every citizen should take a closer 
and more careful look at it. 
• Foreign aid since the end of World War n 
has cost the United States more than $120 bil­ 
lion (including assistance through international 
■organizations, overseas military construction, 
and interest on the money we have borrowed to 
give away). And basically failing to accomplish 
its intended objectives, it has been the greatest 
foreign - policy flop in history. The evidence in 
support of this assertion is available in abun­ 
dance, 
and needs only to be examined and 
analyzed. 
Of the aggregate amount of 
our aid, $100 
billion, in round figures, has been given out 
qq a unilateral ba3is, going into 111 foreign 
nations and entities, including Communist, Com­ 
munist - leaning, and so-called neutralist coun­ 
tries alike. In addition to this, indirect aid has 
been extended by the United States through

ry*Mfcay of the proponents of our foreign-aid

but a relatively small percentage of our gross 
national product. While I do not regard this 
as a valid argument for this type of indis­ 
criminate spending, it is well for us to note 
that of our $554 billion GNP last year, $137 
billion of it was represented by taxes at the 
various levels of government. 
Furthermore, if, for example, the 1940 price 
tags were placed on our 1962 output of goods 
and services, our GNP last year would have 
been only about $263 billion, 
and not $554 
billion. Today’s dollar is worth only about 
44 cents as compared to the dollar in 1940, 
when our foreign aid was started prior to 
World War II, and the program since then 
has been a significant factor in this slashing, 
through inflation, of 56 cents from the dollar’s 
purchasing power. 
No other nation in the world, except the 
United States, is actually giving a*vay its wealth, 
through foreign aid. 
England and France have extended assistance 
of $1.4 and $3.1 billion, respectively, chiefly to 
their former colonies and dependencies. West 
Germany, Japan, Israel, and a few others are 
providing some foreign assistance in small 
amoants. But these five countries named have 
been direct postwar beneficiaries of our unilat­ 
eral aid amounting to a total of more than 
$27.6 billion. Nevertheless, their aid to others 
has not been of the giveaway type. 
The Sino-Soviet bloc has also extended some 
credits for goods and services to other coun­ 
tries, on a relatively limited scale. The total 
for these authorizations for the 9 years through 
1962 is reported at $5.1 billion, but of this 
sum only $1.3 billion has actually been pro­ 
vided. And none of it was put out as a gift. 
All of these Soviet dealings have, in fact, 
involved either banker - type loans or profit­ 
able barter deals. The Soviets invariably ex­ 
pect repayment in needed usuable goods and 
hard 
cash 
and, consequently, assess th e 
capabilities of the various areas to which they 
extend credits according to their ability to pay. 
On the other hand, we give our aid away 
outright or cloak the gifts in the guise of 
loans, most of which are completely phony. 
They have a 40-year period of repayment, a 
10-year period of grace before the recipient is 
supposed to start repaying anything at all, and 
then at the rate of 1 percent a year on the 
principal, with no interest charge (although a 
tokep service fee of three-fourths of 1 per­ 
cent a year is imposed). 
But that is only a part of the story of our so- 
called loans, another revealing part being that 
whatever repayments might possibly be received 
are not returned to the U. S. Treasury, but are 
put right back into the foreign - aid program for 
further “ loans.. . .” 
Representative Passman called for corrective 
_ action. It came August 23rd when the U. S. 
House passed a foreign aid bill of $3.5 billion.

The m ilitary situation in South 
V iet Nam is bad enough. After 
the expenditure of untold m il­ 
lions of d o llars and hundreds 
of A m erican lives— not to m en­ 
tion thousands of V ietnam ese 
liv es, both civilian and m ili­ 
ta ry — the m ost the United S tates 
can hope for is a m ilitary sta le ­ 
m ate, 
according to a “ think 
p ie c e " leaked from the C entral 
Intelligence Agency. 
The recen t deposing of P re s ­ 
ident Nguyen Khanh by m assed 
dem o n stratio n s 
of 
students, 
B uddhists and oth ers, rev eals 
that South V iet Nam, like K orea 
is still far from establishing a 
viable dem ocracy. 
It would lie easy to fall prey 
to a feeling of d espair o v er the 
future of dem ocracy in A sia. 
But if South K orea and South 
V iet Nam, two places w here 
A m erican blood has flowed so 
freely , 
a re 
not yet safe for 


dem ocracy, 
neither a re they 
lo st to com m unism . 
The Korean W ar was so un­ 
popular and so little understood 
that m ost A m ericans would like 
to forget it com pletely. Yet it 
was in K orea that outright Com­ 
m unist aggression of the m ost 
law less kind was m et and pushed 
back to where it cam e from . 
The Republic of K orea, despite 
its shortcom ings, still e x ists. 
And in South Viet Nam, Com­ 
m unist aggression of a m ore 
‘sin iste r and elusive 
kind is 
being m et and so far held at 
bay. 
Fortunately, 
A m erican 
in­ 
volvem ent there has been vastly 
le ss than it was in K orea, w here 
m ore men fell in a given period 
of tim e than in the A rdennes 
in W orld W ar II. 
The g reat overhanging ques­ 
tion is w hether the Viet Nam 
involvem ent 
can 
be 
kept 
lim ited. Right now it appears 
unlikely that it can be, for what­ 
e v er good may eventually come 
of the latest political upheaval 
in Saigon, its im m ediate effect 
upon V ietnam ese conduct of the 
w ar is bound to be ad v erse. 
In a way, it may be a good 
thing that a new c ris is has 
erupted in Southeast Asia at 
the beginning of the p resid en tial 
election cam paign. It is high 
tim e for a public hearing on 
A m erican m istakes, 
accom ­ 
plishm ents, 
intentions 
and 
hopes in that p art of the w orld. 
It would be a bad thing, how­ 
ev er,

establishing avenues of com­ 
munication and understanding."

This was what Caused State's 
Attorney Joe Pygott, one of the 
more reasonable law enforce­ 
ment o f f i c e r s , to remark:

PROCH vM NOT UNDERSTOOD 
CONGRESSMAN ASKS CLOSE LOOK AT MD 
EDITOR’S NOTE: Representative Otto E. Pass­ 
man, Chairman of the House Appropriations Sub­ 
committee on Foreign Operations, recently pre­ 
pared this article on a subject he knows well. 
Tt is reprinted from the Congressional Record. 
After all these years of pouring out America’s 
wealth and resources to countries all over the 
world through foreign aid, the vast scope of this 
immensely complex program — mmh, if not 
mo3t, of which, indisputably, has been, and is, 
ill-conceived, badly executed, unrealistic, and 
enormously wasteful — still is not generally 
understood by the public. So it is urgently im­ 
portant that every citizen should take a closer 
and more careful look at it. 
Foreign aid since the end of World War II 
has cost the United States more than $120 bil­ 
lion (including assistance through international 
organizations, overseas military construction, 
and interest on the money we have borrowed to 
give away). And basically failing to accomplish 
its intended objectives, it has been the greatest 
foreign - policy flop in history. The evidence in 
support of this assertion is available in abun­ 
dance, 
and needs only to be examined and 
analyzed. 
Of the aggregate amount of 
our aid, $100 
billion, in round figures, has been given out 
on a unilateral basis, going into 111 foreign 
nations and entities, including Communist, Com­ 
munist - leaning, and so-called neutralist coun­ 
tries alike. In addition to this, indirect aid has 
been extended by the United States through 
capital in/estments, exceeding $5.1 billion in 
five different international financial institutions, 
which have, in turn, disbursed assistance total­ 
ing more than $7.5 billion. 
Since July I, 1945, our country has put $44.7 
billion of direct aid into Europe, $21.8 billion 
into the Far East, $17.8 billion into the Near 
* East and South Asia, $6.8 billion into Latin 
America, $1.8 billion into Africa, and has 
distributed another $4 billion on a non-regional 
basis. 
: ; Twenty - two countries have each received 
more than $1 billion of this aid, ranging from 
-f9.4 billion for France down to $1.1 billion for 
{Norway — with, in descending order as to 
^nounts, other recipients in this category being 
'She United Kingdom, Italy, Korea, West Germany, 
VChina^ {Taiwan), India, Turkey, Japan, Greece, 
'KSW Netherlands, Vietnam, Yugoslavia, Bel­ 
gium - Luxemlxjurg, Brazil, Pakistan, the 
philippines, Spain, Indochina, Iran, and Austria. 
"Thirty - one other nations have each received 
-Amounts ranging downward from $1 billion to 
$100 million, from $903 million to Denmark to 
more than $100 million to Panama, with the 
^ther recipients in between these two being 
israel, Mexico, Thailand, Chile, Indonesia, Ar- 
3J9ntina, UAR (Egypt), Poland, Portugal, Peru, 
~^Lao3, Colombia, Morocco, Jordan, Cambodia, 
Tunisia, Venezuela, Bolivia, Afghanistan, Lib­ 
ya, Ethiopia, Guatemala, the Congo (Leopold­ 
ville), Ghana, Ireland, Ecuador, West Berlin, 
liberia, and Sweden. 
A^fefcirty - three more countries (and entities) 
received total sums ranging from $100 
jgtUlion down to $10 million each, and 25 
others have each received up to as mich as 
$10 million. 
But, even so, after all this money and all 
^€hese years — and despite the seriously dam - 
aging drain the program is making on our 
economy — the trend for expanding foreign 
aid (continued) upward, rather than heading 
.downward. 
Tills year (fiscal 1964), for example, the 
:United States is giving economic aid to at 
least 73 countries and seven entities and, 
-fantastic though it is, military assistance to 
-TO countries. This program not only is un- 
:%datrolled, but it is uncontrollable; and it is 
•f wiperative, in our own national interest, that it 
he drastically curtailed and tightly administered. 
Substantially as a result of our aid, over the 
p^St IO years U. S. gold reserves have been 
induced from more than $23 billion to less than 
billion and, whUe this has been going on, 
foreign “ free-world” countries also have in­ 
creased their short - term dollar credits from 
less than $11 billion to $25 billion. 
In contrast, the 
United States is struggling 
Udder the burden of a borro wed-money public 
dqbt of $305 billion — which is some $25 bil­ 
lo n more than the combined public debts of 
ail the other 112 countries of the world — and, 
on top of that, has statutory obligations calling 
for the payout of money for services pre- 
-■ vtously rendered amounting to approximately 
. $?46 billion. The two, together, make a real 
obligation for our Government already in exis­ 
tence amounting to the incomprehensible sum of 
$1 trillion, 51 billion. 
During the past 13 years we have had a 
balance of payments deficit in every year but 
with the total of dollars going out of 
our country over the dollars coming in exceed- 
tog $24 .3 billion. And, in addition to that alarm- 
fact, which is attributable in large measure 
foreign aid, our favorable balance of trade 
til-' steadily dwindling, as the United States be- 
.jBomes Increasingly less competitive in world 
*j£fra]rkets. 
*-T4aay of the proponents of our foreign-aid 
^ P egram point to the fact that it amounts to 
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but a relatively small percentage of our gross 
national product. While I do not regard this 
as a valid argument for this type of indis­ 
criminate spending, it is well for us to note 
that of our $554 billion GNP last year, $137 
billion of it was represented by taxes at the 
various levels of government. 
Furthermore, if, for example, the 1940 price 
tags were placed on our 1962 output of goods 
and services, our GNP last year would have 
been only about $263 billion, 
and not $554 
billion. Today’s dollar is worth only about 
41 cents as compared to the dollar in 1940, 
when our foreign aid was started prior to 
World War II, and the program since then 
has been a significant factor in this slashing, 
through inflation, of 56 cents from the dollar’s 
purchasing power. 
No other nation in the world, except the 
United States, is actually giving a way its wealth, 
through foreign aid. 
England and France have extended assistance 
of $1.4 and $3.1 billion, respectively, chiefly to 
their former colonies and dependencies. West 
Germany, Japan, Israel, and a few others are 
providing some foreign assistance in small 
amounts. But these five countries named have 
been direct postwar beneficiaries of our uailat- 
eral aid amounting to a total of more than 
$2'7.6 billion. Nevertheless, their aid to others 
has not been of the giveaway type. 
The Sino-Soviet bloc has also extended some 
credits for goods and services to other coun­ 
tries, on a relatively limited scale. The total 
for these authorizations for the 9 years through 
1962 is reported at $5.1 billion, but of this 
sum only $1.3 billion has actually been pro­ 
vided. And none of it was put out as a gift. 
All of these Soviet dealings have, in fact, 
involved either banker - type loans or profit­ 
able barter deals. The Soviets invariably ex­ 
pect repayment in needed usuable goods and 
hard 
cash 
and, consequently, assess th e 
capabilities of the various areas to which they 
extend credits according to their ability to pay. 
On the other hand, we give our aid away 
outright or cloak the gifts in the guise of 
loans, most of which are completely phony. 
They have a 40-year period of repayment, a 
10-year period of grace before the recipient is 
supposed to start repaying anything at all, and 
then at the rate of I percent a year on the 
principal, with no interest charge (although a 
tokep service fee of three-fourths of I per­ 
cent a year is imposed). 
But that is only a part of the story of our so­ 
called loans, another revealing part being that 
whatever repayments might possibly be received 
are not returned to the U. S. Treasury, but are 
put right back into the foreign - aid program for 
further “ loans.. . .” 
Representative Passman called for corrective 
_ action. It came August 23rd when the U. S. 
House passed a foreign aid bill of $3.5 billion. 
Senate action is expected later this month.

And It Is interesting to 
note that the meat industry, 
from the farm to the packer 
to the dinner table is strictly 
a competitive free market op­ 
eration. 
So, whether your taste and bud­ 
get call for hot dogs or T-bones, 
you can easily find them at the 
nearest market--and it seems 
the hot dog is coming into its 
own as never before.

BYE, BYE GUIDELINES 
rhe figure 3.2 percent was 
always an arbitrary one when 
the Administration put it for­ 
ward as a “ guideline" for wage 
settlements In collective bar­ 
gaining. It was supposed to be 
the rate of the annual increase 
in productivity, 
which 
poli­ 
ticians proposed should be pro­ 
duced by the investment of the 
owners and awarded to the em­ 
ployees in its entirety. 
The reasoning was that if wage 
rates rose as fast as, but no 
faster than, productivity, no 
price increases would be nec­ 
essary. In fact, the word was 
that Washington wouldn't tol­ 
erate any. Thus, regardless of 
its own inflationary fiscal and 
monetary policies, inflation was 
to be kept at bay by Washington. 
The 3.2 percent figure proved 
to be merely arbitrary, but also 
imaginary. The Administration 
didn't heed it when it advocated 
Federal pay raises at a far 
higher level. It stood by silently 
when the UAW demanded and got 
an increase at least 25 percent 
higher. Other recent major set­ 
tlements 
also 
have hovered 


around 4.5 to 5 percent. 
No frown has appeared on Ad­ 
ministration 
faces. 
In fact, 
Washington seems not even to 
have noticed that its guidelines 
frayed, then gave way entirely. 
After 
the 
auto settlement, 
Commerce 
Secretary Luther 
Hodges was in St. Paul, saying 
“ both management and labor 
have exercised restrain in their 
prices and wage policies." 
He echoed President Johnson’s 
concern for avoiding Inflation, 
md for the necessity of profits 
if the economy is to expand. 
Yet, it is evident that if wages 
go up more than productivity, 
either profits will be curtailed 
or prices will rise. 
History probably will give 3.2 
percent a more prominent place 
as the legal limit on alcohol 
In beer during prohibition days 
than as a wage settlement guide­ 
line. In both cases it was never 
very satisfactory.

South Viet Nam make gloomy 
reading for every American—

After 
the expenditure of untold mil­ 
lions of dollars and hundreds 
of American lives--not to men­ 
tion thousands of Vietnamese 
lives, both civilian and mili- 
tary--the most the United States 
can hope for is a military stale­ 
mate, according to a “ think 
piece" leaked from the Central 
Intelligence Agency. 
The recent deposing of Pres­ 
ident Nguyen Khanh by massed 
demonstrations 
of students, 
Buddhists and others, reveals 
that South Viet Nam, like Korea 
is still far from establishing a 
viable democracy. 
It would be easy to fall prey 
to a feeling of despair over the 
future of democracy in Asia. 
But if South Korea and South 
Viet Nam, two places where 
American blood has flowed so 
freely, 
are 
not yet safe for 


democracy, neither are they 
lost to communism. 
The Korean War was so un­ 
popular and so little understood 
that most Americans would like 
to forget it completely. Yet it 
was in Korea that outright Com­ 
munist aggression of the most 
lawless kind was met and pushed 
back to where it came from. 
The Republic of Korea, despite 
its shortcomings, still exists. 
And in South Viet Nam, Com­ 
munist aggression of a more 
•sinister and elusive kind is 
being met and so far held at 
bay. 
Fortunately, 
American 
in­ 
volvement there hasbeen vastly 
less than it was in Korea, where 
more men fell in a given period 
of time than in the Ardennes 
in World War II. 
The great overhanging ques­ 
tion is whether the Viet Nam 
involvement 
can 
be 
kept 
limited. Right now it appears 
unlikely that it can be, for what­ 
ever good may eventually come 
of the latest political upheaval 
In Saigon, its immediate effect 
upon Vietnamese conduct of the 
war is bound to be adverse. 
In a way, it may be a good 
thing that a new crisis has 
erupted in Southeast Asia at 
the beginning of the presidential 
election campiign. It is high 
time for a public hearing on 
American mistakes, 
accom­ 
plishments, 
intentions 
and 
hopes in that part of the world. 
It would be a bad thing, how­ 
ever, if the already compli­ 
cated situation were further 
confused by cries of havoc and 
partisan attacks from the one 
side and sugar-coated assur­ 
ances from the other. 
Statesmanship—and 
truth— 
from both parties is required. 
* * * 
It is comforting to know that 
the recent election was a nice, 
friendly campaign with nary a 
low blow struck by either side. 
This assurance came when 
Democratic 
and 
Republican 
leaders solemnly signed a Fair 
Campaign 
Practices 
Code, 
pledging t o keep it clean, so 
help me Barry and LBJ, and 


never, never to say anything you 
wouldn't say against your own 
mother. 
So harmonious was the pledg­ 
ing ceremony that the happy 
signers could hardly walt to 
hurry out to start demonstrate 
ing 
their friendly 
feelings 
toward each other. 
Taking care not to mentiori 
any names, since that might bd 
regarded as unfriendly, LBJ 
urged his followers to vote for 
him as a protest against “ reck­ 
less factions" he described as 
being “ contemptuous toward the 
will of majorities, callous to­ 
ward the plight of minorities, 
arrogant toward our allies,bel­ 
ligerent toward adversaries, 
and careless toward peace." 
Now, this is about as friendly 
and cozy as you can get In so 
few words, and you couldn't 
ask for more from a lifetime 
pal. 
Barry was just as eager to 
carry out his end of the bar­ 
gain and to do unto good old 
LBJ what good old LBJ was 
doing unto him. 
He reminded his audiences 
that the President is a very 
Tic h man, conceded that a man 
had to be pretty crafty to amass 
so much loot, and hinted that 
it must be hard for anyone to 
make a fortune the way Mr. 
Johnson has made his and find 
it possible to sleep well at night. 
TTie 
senator also remarked 
that the President is so adroit 
and influential he may be able 
to arrange for a national crisis 
or two on the eve of election. 
While this might be dangerous 
for the country, Senator Cold­ 
water suggested, it would win 
votes for President Johnson. 
This is the way to keep it 
clean, and it beats ordinary 
campaign politics all hollow. 
If Mr. Khrushchev had been 
hoping the election might bring 
out a trace of rivalry between 
the two parties and their can­ 
didates, he must have been bit­ 
terly disappointed to see that 
both sides kept the campaign 
so nice and friendly and gentle. 
Friendship, it's wonderful.

of new opportunities 
for escaping from poverty must 
be a national goal of the highest 
priority, the NAM told the Com­ 
mittee, which is considering the 
Administration's 
anti-poverty 
legislative program. 
CHANGES SOUGHT

but

achieved," 
the 
Association 
said. “ There is 
a part to be

gros; They also oppose Ku Klux 
Klan. 
WASHINGTON --T he650Mis­ 
sissippians who signed a state- 
crusading of one lone news­ 
paper editor. 
Oliver Emmerich of the Mc­ 
Comb Enterprise Journal had 
been slugged in the nose by a 
white racist, had been subject 
to all sorts of threats, and 
last week had the plate glass 
window of his newspaper of­ 
fice punctured by a bullet. 
Nevertheless, he kept ham­ 
mering away editorially on the 
importance of law and order, 
and the importance of commu­ 
nications between Negroes and 
whites. 
When I was in McComb last 
month, he kept asking me what 
the solution is. 
I quoted him 
Lyndon Johnson’s famous say­ 
ing, “ Let us reason together" 
—advice 
which 
Lyndon at­ 
tributes to Speaker Sam Ray­ 
burn, who always said, “ It's 
better to talk than to fight." 
Emmerich has now won out on 
this point. In the Declaration 
of Principle which the 650 Mc­ 
Comb citizens signed this week, 
they went on record not only for 
law 
and 
order and “ Equal 
Treatment 
Regardle s s 
of 
Race," 
but 
also 
for “ re ­ 
establishing avenues of com­ 
munication and understanding." 
This may be difficult. Because 
such bitterness has developed 
on the part of white leaders 
toward 
the 
young 
freedom 
workers who invaded from the 
North, most Mississippians re ­ 
fuse to talk to them. 
They will talk to the Moderate 
Negro preachers or the Moder­ 
ate Negro Businessmen, who in 
turn are called “ Uncle Toms" 
by the freedom workers. 
KKK CONDEMNED 
This was what Caused State's 
Attorney Joe Pygott, one of the 
more reasonable law enforce­ 
me n t o f f i c e r s , to remark: 
“ Race relations in M ississip­ 
pi are now worse than at any 
time since the Civil W ar." 
However, excesses by white 


law enforcement officers have 
begun to conver the Uncle Toms. 
In McComb, for instance, Rev. 
Sylvester Dickey, Pastor of the 
Rose Hill Baptist Church, was 
one of the Negro leaders so 
critical of the freedom workers 
that early last summer he c ir­ 
culated a petition to get them to 
leave town. 
But when I was in McComb last 
month, Rev. Dickey was letting 
the 
freedom workers use his 
church for a meeting. 
Two things had happened to 
change his mind. F irst, the 
f r e e d o m 
w o r k e r s 
had 
threatened to hold their meeting 
on his church lawn. But more 
important, four men in black 
hoods had kidnaped his son-in- 
law, Wilbert Lewis, taken him 
to a lonely spot, tied him to a 
tree, and whipped him with a 
cat-o-nine-tails .for 45 min­ 
utes. They were trying to get 
him to talk about the freedom 
movement. 
In the past, the Ku Klux Klan 
has had a lot to say about law 
enforcement in McComb and in 
many other parts of M ississip­ 
pi. The head of the Klan, Em­ 
mett 
Thornhill, one of 
the 
wealthiest men in McComb, has 
his son serving as an Auxiliary 
Policeman, and Thornhill him­ 
self seems to have plenty of 
influence with the police 
and 
sheriff’s offices. 
When the nine white men who 
pleaded guilty or no defense 
to bombing churches and pri­ 
vate homes were in the court 
room on trial, they joked and 
fraternized with the police. One 
high official of the sheriff's 
office even bought them Cokes. 
COURAGEOUS STATEMENT 
It's also significant that Billy 
Wilson, one of the convicted 
white bombers, was a member 
of the Auxiliary Police and 
turned up at the home of Mrs. 
Alyene Quin immediately after 
the bombing. He had been able 
to go home, put on his uniform, 
and return to the scene of the 
crime, rifle in hand. 
This was how the police force 
has 
been 
infiltrated 
wi t h 
racists. 


This Is also why the Statement 
of Principle signed in McComb 


this week is so important. For 
it went on record against the 
Klan and the intermingling of 
the intermingling of the police 
and the Klan. 
“ To insure the confidence of 
the people in their officers," 
reads the Statement of Prin­ 
ciple, “ We insist that no man 
is entitled to serve as a public 
officer, elective or by appoint­ 
ment, who is a member of any 
organization declared to be sub­ 
versive by the Senate Internal 
Security Subcommittee, or the 
U. S. 
Army, 
Navy 
or Air 
Force." 
The Klan has been declared 
subversive by the Justice De­ 
partment and therefore is on the 
banned list of the armed ser­ 
vices. 
This may not seem a strong 
statement to Northern readers. 
But in a town which has been 
troubled by some 20 bombings 
since the first of the year, it is 
a statement which took courage. 
And the editor who inspired it, 
plus the 650 Mississippians who 
signed 
it, deserved a great 
credit. 
It looks as if the Mod­ 
erates have begun to win out in 
Mississippi. 
NEW CALIFORNIA SENATOR

Asian and African Lands Ask 
■ Peace Corps To Bring them 
Skilled Men from U. S. Fac­ 
tories 
Pittsburgh: — Downtown in 
this city seem s a long way off 
from the tiny hamlet at the edge 
of the monkey territory in up 
country Senegal, Africa, where 
I stopped my Landrover this 
sum m er. Three crew-cut young 
men came over to us from the 
well they had been digging in 
the hundred degree heat. 
Why were they going a hundred 
feet down in the noonday heat? 
The 
answer 
was simple and 
swift. They were U. S. Peace 
Corps men. They were there to 
help a people who had never had 
running water — a people whose 
young men had fought for free­ 
dom in many a war and had 
always come home to this. The 
Peace Corps men said: We want 
them to know the Americans are 
their friends. 
What now ties Pittsburgh to the 
Senegal hamlet north of the 
French city of Thies? The link 
is a relatively new Blue Collar 
recruiting drive — the working­ 
man’s Rhodes scholarship pro­ 
gram to bring America’s skilled 
factory and construction work­ 
ers to the new world of under­ 
developed nations. 
In the past, the Peace Corps 
cadres had been made up of 
young college men such as my 
friends in Senegal. Now the 
Corps 
wants 
working 
men. 
There is no age limit, no edu­ 
cational minimum, no college 
degrees as a requirement, just 
the skills of men who man 
Am erica's 
big mills and con­ 
struction projects. 
This drive has the cooperation 
of such men as Walter Reuther, 
head of the militant United Auto 
Workers Union and the chief 
executives of such corporations 
as 
General 
Motors, 
Fo r d , 
Chrysler, 
American Motors, 
C aterpillar, and soon the air­ 
craft and steel industry. 


Within a few days, Dave Bur­ 
gess, a veteran foreign service 
officer who is an “ old" Asian 
hand, will drop in to see Dave 
McDonald, 
president 
of 
the 
United Steel Workers of Amer­ 
ica, at its national headquarters 
here. Burgess, who already has 
conferred with Conrad Cooper, 
vice president of U. S. Steel 
and chief of the steel industry's 
joint bargaining team, wants the 
industry 
to insert 
the new 
skilled workers Peace Corps 
clause in the new steel industry 
contract when it is signed next 
year.N 
With the mutual agreement of 
Reuther and the industrial rela­ 
tions vice presidents of the 
major auto 
companies, the 
clause was written into the 
contract recently negotiated in 
that industry. 
The clause guarantees leaves 
of absence for those working 
men 'who want to go to South 


America, Africa or Asia-any- 
where from Lima, Peru, to the 
Himalaya nation of Nepal- to 
work and even teach. The clause 
guarantees 
re-employment, 
seniority and pension rights 
and credit even to those who 
are going through apprentice 
training if they volunteer for 
Peace Corps service. 
The Corps needs such prac­ 
tical men. Out of the 10,000 
now serving in 46 countries, 
only 200 have been men with 
professional 
skills 
in their 
hands. 
Now the Latin lands are asking 
for some 400 out of our fac­ 
tories 
and building and con­ 
struction trades. They want men 
who can put roofs on houses, * 
build schools, wire a commu­ 
nity center, fix a truck, handle 
a garage, pour concrete and 
make things out of lumber. 
Guinea, on the West Coast of 
Africa, where I’ve just been, 
needs some 
40 garage me­ 
chanics. Tunisia wants men who 
can repair buses and trucks 
and maintain all types of ma­ 
chines and agricultural imple­ 
ments. The Malaysian govern­ 
ment, 
whose 
capital, 
Kuala 
Lumpur, is hardly a hardship 
post, is asking for 50 men who 
can teach vocational skills. 
My friends in the government 
of Ethiopia’s King of Kings, 
his imperial majesty Em peror 
Haile Selassie, the best friend 
America has on the African 
continent, 
needs 
machinists. 
Nigeria, which the Sino-Soviet 
bloc drools over because of its 
55 million people, and whose 
Jig city traffic jams prove its 
modernity, wants all the me­ 
chanics it can get. 
So the Peace Corps has talked 
to management and labor. It has 
set up a series of team s which 
go right onto the factory floor, 
or cafeteria or some big office 
and talk to shop stewards and 
middle management people. 
The drive started at Mack 
Truck 
in Hagerstown, Md. in 
Peoria recently Burgess and 
some of his colleagues made 
38 speeches in some 24 hours 
at the Caterpillar plant and re­ 
port they came away with 84 
applicants. 
Married couples with no de­ 
pendents 
under 
18 are wel­ 
comed. The husband will handle 
the machinery. The wife will 
teach home economics or help 
villagers. The couples are first 
trained for several months in 
the language 
and methods of 
adaptation to the new, far-off 
home. 
At the end of the two-year 
stint, the couple will have $3,- 
600 — before taxes — since, 
all expenses are paid. And they 
will 
have gained 
experience 
needed by many American firms 
now beginning to move into the 
new lands. 
That’s why Pittsburgh is not 
as far from Dakar, Senegal, 
after all.

The average p e r s o n 
can smell from 200 to 500 
scents but the sensitive nose 
can smell from 1,000 to 2,500 
scents.”

Soil Tested 


John D. Garrett 
Have you had the soil from 
each field on your farm tested 
in the past four or five years? 
If your soil hasn't been tested 
in this time, you are probably 
losing money two ways, 0) By 
improper use of fertilizer and, 
(2) 
Not harvesting maximum 
yield potentials. 
When your soil is tested it is 
analyzed for percent organic 
matter, 
pounds 
per acre of 
phosphate, potassium , calcium , 
magnesium, and hydrogen. The 
soil reaction or acidity - re ­ 
ferred to as pH- is also run 
on each sam ple. 
With the a- 
bove results, plus recent soil 
test correlation and previous 
cropping history, a fertilizer 
recommendation can t>e made 
that is reliable and accurate. 
If low yields are made the 
first reaction is that maybe 
you 
didn’ t 
apply 
enough 
fertilizer, so you decide to in­ 
crease the rate next year. In 
many cases this isn't the right 
thing to do. 
On some of our 
so ils excess nitrogen can 
l« 
detrimental, 
causing 
extra 
stalk growth and late maturity 
of cotton. 
One of the purposes of a soil 
test 
is to see if the 
basic 
fertility is low or out 
of 
balance. 
If your soil is low 
in 
phosphate 
but 
high 
in 
potassium , it doesn't do much 
good to apply extra phosphate. 
The potassium level must 
l>e 
brought into balance. 
A plant 
cannot function properly if any 
of the nutrients are out 
of 
balance. 
Potassium is lower in most of 
our so ils than phosphate. 
In 
many cases plowdown or large 
annual 
applications of potash 
must be applied to correct the 
deficiency. 
If your soil is out 
of balance and a 1-1-1 ratio 
fertilizer 
continues 
to 
l>e 
applied, the imbalance would get 
worse instead of better. 
The 
ratio should l>e switched to a 
1-2-1, or 1-1-2, or 1-1-3. In 
many cases the actual 
cost 
of fertilizer applied per acre 
will be less if a proper balance 
is maintained. Most of our row 
crops require more potassium 
than phosphate for maximum 
production, this is especially 
true of soybeans. 
Most of the d ay and silt loam 
so ils in this area are medium 
to very high in phosphate .uid 
potassium , only sm all amounts 
of these two elem ents are r e ­ 
quired 
annually a s a main­ 
tenance application on these 
so ils. 
Usualh from 30 to 50 
pounds banded 2 - 3 inches to 
the side and l>elow the seed is 
adequate. 
As a rule, 
larger 
applications will not result in 
enough extrJ yield to 
pay for 
fertilizer. 
The above isn’t true on many 
sandy and wind blown so ils of 
this area. Some of these so ils 
need neavy applications of phos­ 
phate and potash for maximum 
yields. 
Improper 
nutrient 
balance is usually the answer 
on soils that 
are continually 
low yielders. 
Another important fertilizer' 
is limestone. 
Limestone isn’t 
usually 
thought 
of 
a s 
a 
fertilizer, but it is 
just 
as 
important if not more important 
than nitrogen, phosphate, or 
potash on some so ils. 
Lim e­ 
stone supplies calcium 
and 
magnesium as plant foods. 
It 
is also used to correct soil 
acidity or pH. 
Most crops do 
best when the pH is between 
G.O and 7.0. 
The results of a 
recent summary 
of 
10,995 
sam ples show that the average 
pH of soils 
in the Bootheel 
to be less than 5.5. 
The e f­ 
ficiency, of fertilizers is low' 
when the pH is below 0.0. This 
indicates that a 
lot 
of 
fertilizer is applied that is 
never used by the plant. Most 
of this fertilizer, especially 
phosphorus, is not available at 
low 
pH. 
Research 
clearly 
shows 
that 
one 
pound 
of 
fertilizer phosphorus produced 
more pasture yield at pH 6.3 
than did three pounds at 5.2. 
So here again, if your soil is 
acid 
you are spending extra 
money for fertilizers and not 
increasing yields. Proper ton­ 
nage of limestone will correct 
the problem. 
The l>est way to answer 
the 
above questions al>out your soil 
is to have it tested. Now is a 
ood time for testing before the 
spring rush begins. II plow- 
down phosphate or potash are 
the fall or winter, or spring. 
Nitrogen should be applied 2- 
3 
weeks 
l>efore 
planting, at 
planting or as a sidedressing. 
Now is an excellent time to 
get that needed lim estone ap­ 
plied. 
Trucks can get over the 
ground without trouble and lime 
needs to l>e applied at least 
8 - 12 months before you can 
expect much results.

Less Than 
Last Year

The price of turkey, main at­ 
traction of the 
Thanksgiving 
table, should please housewives 
this year. 
A continued abundance of big­ 
ger birds and a good supply of 
lightweights should hold turkey 
prices below those of last year. 
One large food chain lists 18- 
24 lb. turkeys at 31 cents a 
pound in its New York area out­ 
lets; 
10-18 lb. turkeys at 35 
cents a pound; and turkeys un­ 
der 10 lbs. at 39 cents a pound. 
The prices range from two to 
four cents a pound below those 
of Thanksgiving week last year. 
Thanksgiving's other tradi­ 
tional item s may be more ex­ 
pensive. Cranberry prices may 
be up in many areas. Onions, 
carrots and canned pumpkin 
appear less abundant. Potatoes, 
scarce for months, may be al­ 
most double last year's price.

NEW APPROACHES to problems of long standing concerning how 
plant and animal cells function have been opened up to research 
personnel at the University of Missouri. Making possible these new 
approaches is a recently installed electron microscope used by the 
College of Agriculture, and School of Arts and Science. Robert 
N. Goodman, professor of horticulture and microbiologist, says 
the electron microscope permits one to now see minute parts of 
cells that w-ere beyond observation with conventional light micro­ 
scopes Because of this, new information may be gained which will 
lead to solution of many problems. Goodman explains that magnif­ 
ication with this electron microscope up to 300,000 times actual 
size is possible. “With this instrument we can now look at not 
just cells, but their component parts as well. Thus we can learn a 
great deal more about life processes,” he notes. "For example, we 
may now see what happens inside a cell when it becomes diseased. 
Such observation may in turn help us to cure or protect these 
diseased cells.” He and Mrs. Sally Lewis, scientist in charge of 
electron microscope operations, examine photograph of fireblight 
bacterium magnified 20,000 times.

Even though there will be a 
seasonal cooling trend during 
the 30 days from mid November 
through mid December, tem ­ 
peratures are expected to aver­ 
age near or a little above nor­ 
mal, At the same time, circu­ 
lation patterns are shifting just 
enough to improve our chances 
for moisture. Above 
normal 
rainfall is indicated for the 
same 
period. 
Totals should 
range as high as 4 to 6 Inches. 
Coldest air spilling across 
the Canadian border will be 
concentrated in the west, par­ 
ticularly during the first two 
weeks. Most high pressure cen­ 
ters will move from the central 
Rockies through the m id-M is­ 
sissippi valley, bringing short 
period chilly spells followed 
by mild trends. High pressure

grain 
to benefit from 
m oisture. Pond levels should 
also show a reassu rin g rise. 
We have reached the point 
w here we can norm ally expect 
severe killing frosts on the 
average through northern Boot­ 
heel 
a re a s. 
So 
far, our ex­ 
trem ely mild fall w eather has 
produced onlyone freezing tem ­ 
perature at the Delta Center. 
There have been several light 
fro sts, 
however. 
Those who 
haven't taken steps to protect

claim that the present Volun­ 
tary Wheat Program has raised 
the price of bread, and that it 
is a “ bread tax” . 
“ The certificate plan in effect 
under the 1964 wheat program 
las not raised the price of 
lour in eith er Kansas City o r 
Minneapolis, the two big cash 
grain and m illing c e n te rs,” said 
Godfrey. 
“ The 1964 support price for 
wheat for dom estic use -- in­ 
cluding certificate value -- is 
18 cents higher than it was 
last year, but is the sam e as 
it was for the 1962 cro p ,” he 
said. 
He also pointed out that the 
farm er today gets 2.7 cents 
for the wheat flour in a one- 
pound loaf of bread, exactly 
the sam e as he received ten 
y ears ago when a one-pound 
loaf of bread cost an average 
of only 17.1 cents. 
Godfrey also mentioned the 
feed 
grain and cotton 
p ro ­ 
gram s as exam ples of p ro ­ 
gram s that a re often m isun­ 
derstood. 
The feed grain program , he 
said, has met all three of the 
objectives set forth in the law 
passed by C ongress -- to im ­ 
prove farm income, reduce the 
surplus, and lower government 
costs. 
He pointed out that for the 
th ree 
years 
1961-1963 feed 
grain income was nearly $1.7 
billion more than it would have 
been under the previous p ro ­ 
gram , while governm ent costs 
will lie about $1.5 billion less. 
At the sam e tim e the p ro ­ 
gram has resulted in 15 m il­ 
lion tons reduction in the s u r­ 
plus, instead of increasing the 
surplus by 133 m illion tons as 
would have occurred under the 
program in effect in 1960. 
In discussing the present cot­ 
ton 
program , 
Godfrey 
em ­ 
phasized that it m akes cotton 
available to U. S. m ills at the 
sam e price at which it is avail­ 
able to foreign m ills. T his, he 
said, helps to make cotton com ­ 
petitive with synthetic fibers. 
“ The cotton program has not 
only generated a healthy rise 
in textile plant construction and

County Agent’s 
Column

We continue to get a number 
of questions from farm ers con­ 
cerning how to interpret lime 
recommendations 
we 
make 
when a 
farmer has his soil 
tested. 
As you may recall, we used 
to 
make lim e 
recom m enda­ 
tions simply in tons per acre. 
This method did not work out 
too well due to the fact that 
there is quite a difference in 
the 
different 
kinds of lim e. 
For exam ple, 
most calcium, 
o r white lim e, 
contains 388 
pounds of calcium per ton com­ 
pared to 208 pounds of cal­ 
cium contained in a ton of 
dolomitic or red lim e. On the 
other 
hand, 
dolom itic lime 
contains 
considerable 
mag­ 
nesium where as calcium con­ 
tains very little, if any. Con­ 
sequently, when we recom mend 
a given number of tons of one 
kind of lim e, 
and the other 
lime was applied in the sam e 
tonnage, the soil was not prop­ 
erly limed. 
We 
now make 
lime recom ­ 
mendations in term s of actual 
pounds of plant food. In mak- 
ine lime recom m endations, we 
tell you three things — the 
amount of calcium needed per 
acre, the amount of magnesium 
needed per acre, and the amount 
of calcuim and magnesium c ar­ 
bonates needed to co rrect the 
acidity of your soil, commonly 
referred to as calcium carlxm - 
ate equivalent. Calcium carbon­ 
ate equivalent designates the 
sum total of calcium and mag­ 
nesium carbonates in lime and 
indicates the extent to which 
lime will co rrect soil acidity. 
These three things that we give 
you in the way of lime recom ­ 
mendations correspond to the 
three m ajor functions that lime 
perform s in the soil. These are

1-lime supplies 
calcium which is used as a 
plant food just as nitrogen, 
phosphate,

plant foods. 2 - lime supplies 
magnesium which is also used 
as a plant food. 3 - lime cor­ 
rects the soil acidity. As you 
can see, we make lime recom­ 
mendations in term s of actual 
pounds of plant food in ac­ 
cordance with the main func­ 
tions that lime performs in the 
soil. 
Now, how do you determine 
how much lime to apply from 
your soil test recom m enda­ 
tions? F irst, you need to get 
the lime analysis including the 
amount of calcium, the amount 
of magnesium, and the amount 
of calcium carbonate equivalent 
contained in a ton of lim e from 
your 
lime dealer. Then, you 
m erely divide the amount of 
each 
of the three 
elem ents 
needed per acre as shown on 
your soil test by the amount 
of the elem ent contained in a 
ton of lim e which will give you 
the number of tons required 
to supply the amount of that 
p articu lar elem ent needed. This 
should be done for all three 
elem ents, and you will come up 
with three tonnage figures. For 
exam ple, you may need three 
tons of lim e to supply the cal­ 
cium 
needed, one ton to sup­ 
ply the magnesium needed, and 
two tons to supply the calcium 
carbonate equivalent in which 
case you should apply three tons 
p er acre. In brief, you figure 
the number of tons of lime 
need to supply each 
of the 
three. The idea behind this is 
that you apply sufficient lime 
to take care of the w orst need, 
and the 
other two a re auto­ 
m atically taken care of be­ 
cause you applied m ore lime 
than was needed to take care 
of them . 
I think the benefits of using 
the present method of making 
recom m endations can be illu­ 
strated very sim ply. L et’s as­ 
sum e that by using the old 
method of making lim e recom ­ 
mendations in term s of tons per 
a cre we 
recom m ended three 
tons of calcium lim e p er acre. 
L et's also assum e that you ap­ 
plied three tons of red lime 
rath er than using calcium lime. 
On the basis of 388 pounds of 
calcium per ton contained in 
calcium lime and 208 pounds 
of calcium contained in dolo­ 
m itic lim e, three tons of cal­ 
cium lime contains 1164 pounds 
of calcium ; w hereas, three tons 
of dolom itic lime contains 624 
pounds of calcium . This means 
that if you apply three tons of 
dolomitic lime where three tons 
of calcium lime were needed, 
you would still be short 540 
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pounds of calcium per acre. 
This was a very common oc- 
curance when we made lime 
recommendations in terms of 
tons per acre. Now, by using 
the present method of making 
recommendations in term s of 
actual pounds of plant food, 
you apply sufficient lime to 
take care of all needs. 
We are certain that farm ers 
are doing a much better job 
of liming th eir soil by the use 
of the present method of mak­ 
ing lime recom m endations. If 
you have further questions con­ 
cerning this m atter, we will be 
glad to discuss it with you if 
you will drop by your Univer­ 
sity Extension C enter. 
Rain Delays 
Harvesting of 
Cotton Crop 


HAYTI, 
MISSOURI — Rains 
throughout the Bootheel halted 
the cotton harvest for a few 
days. Receipts continue to de­ 
cline, and the Hayti C lassing 
Office is able to stay current 
with receipts. Grades continue 
to decline as scrapping nears 
completion. Through November 
19, 
the 
classing office h a d 
graded 407,400 bales for Mis­ 


souri farm ers. This represents 
94% of the total estimated yield. 
A year ago on the same date 
427,579 had been graded. 
Forty-three per cent of the 
cotton graded last week was 
Strict Low Middling. Twentv- 
four per c e n t was Low Middling, 
and eight per cent was Middling. 
Five per cent was Strict Good 
Ordinary and lower. Nineteen 
per cent fell in the light spot­ 
ted grades. Below Grade cot­ 
tons increased as they made 
up one per cent of the re ­ 
ceipts. Fifty - one per cent of 
the cotton graded had 1-1/16 
inches staple length. Thirty- 
eight per cent was 1-1/32, and 
two per cent was 1- 3/32 inches. 
Nine per cent was one inch and 
shorter. 
There is a steady increase in 
low m icronaire cotton. Ten per 
cent of the receipts fell in the 
3.0 to 3.4 range. Eighty-nine 
per cent fell in the 3.5 to 4.9 
range. Only one per cent miked 
5.0 and higher. 
S trict Low Middling and low er 
qualities a re in most demand 
by buyers. P ractically all of 
these 
qualities 
a re bringing 
farm ers from even to twenty- 
five points over,the loan rate. 
Most of the higher qualities 
are being offered to the loan 
program . F arm ers are receiv­ 
ing from $44 to $48 per ton 
for cottonseed.

Reports Weather Outlook 


(Leonard F. Hand, Agricultural 
Meteorologist) 
Even though there will be i 
seasonal cooling trend during 
the 30 days from mid November 
through mid December, tem ­ 
peratures are expected to av er­ 
age near or a little above nor­ 
mal. At the same time, circu ­ 
lation patterns are shifting just 
enough to improve our chances 
for moisture. Above 
normal 
rainfall is indicated for the 
same 
period. 
Totals should 
range as high as 4 to 6 inches. 
Coldest air spilling across 
the Canadian border will lie 
concentrated in the west, p a r­ 
ticularly during the first two 
weeks. Most high pressure cen­ 
te rs will move from the central 
Rockies through the m id-M is­ 
sissippi valley, bringing short 
period chilly spells followed 
by mild trends. High pressure 
over the southeast will tend to 
lim it 
the 
penetration of ex­ 
trem ely cold air. 
That same high pressure con­ 
centration will favor greater 
rainfall totals than normal for 
this period. Storm tracks are 
expected to extend from the 
southwest to the Great Lakes 
region. Low pressure centers 
moving mostly to the west and

perature at the Delta Center. 
There have lieen several light 
frosts,

can't expect their luck to hold.

Department of Agriculture, re ­ 
minded the farm leaders that 
agriculture is the largest sin­ 
gle industry in the UnitedStates. 
He 
warned, 
however, that 
farm ers make up an Increasing­ 
ly sm aller portion of total pop­ 
ulation, and that their political 
strength is decreasing. 
"The farm bloc which was so 
important a few years ago no 
longer ex ists," he said. 
Godfrey told the audience that 
the understanding and coopera­ 
tion 
of 
non-farm 
groups is 
necessary if legislative deci­ 
sions affecting agriculture are 
to result in the kinds of pro­ 
grams farm ers need and want. 
There are a great many m is­ 
conceptions 
among non-farm 
people that are harmful to the 
success of farm programs, he 
pointed out, in emphasizing the 
need to make certain the pub­ 
lic understands the importance 
of these program s to family 
farm agriculture. 
One 
of 
the misconceptions 
harmful to 
farm ers is the 
claim tliat the present Volun­ 
tary Wheat Program has raised 
the price of bread, and that it 
is a "bread tax". 
"The certificate plan in effect 
under the 1964 wheat program 
las not raised the price of 
lour in either Kansas City or 
Minneapolis, the two big cash 
grain and milling centers," said 
Godfrey. 
"The 1964 support price for 
wheat for domestic use -- in­ 
cluding certificate value -- is 
18 cents higher than it was 
last year, Init is the same as 
it was for the 1962 crop," he 
said. 
He also pointed out that the 
farm er today gets 2.7 cents 
for the wheat flour In a one- 
pound loaf of bread, exactly 
the same as he received ten 
years ago when a one-pound 
loaf of bread cost an average 
of only 17.1 cents. 
Godfrey also mentioned the 
feed 
grain and cotton 
pro­ 
gram s as examples of pro­ 
gram s that are often misun­ 
derstood. 
The feed grain program, he 
said, has met all three of the 
objectives set forth in the law 
passed by Congress -- to im­ 
prove farm income, reduce the 
surplus, and lower government 
costs. 
He pointed out that for the 
three 
years 
1961-1963 feed 
grain income was nearly $1.7 
billion more than it would have 
been under the previous pro­ 
gram, while government costs 
will be about $1.5 billion less. 
At the same time the pro­ 
gram has resulted in 15 mil­ 
lion tons reduction in the sur­ 
plus, instead of increasing the 
surplus by 133 million tons as 
would have occurred under the 
program in effect in 1960.

Godfrey em­ 
phasized that it makes cotton 
available to U. S. mills at the 
same price at which it is avail­ 
able to foreign mills.

We continue to get a number 
of questions from farm ers con­ 
cerning how to interpret lime 
recommendations 
we 
make 
when a farm er has his soil 
tested. 
As you may recall, we used 
to 
make lime 
recommenda­ 
tions simply in tons per acre. 
This method did not work out 
too well due to the fact that 
there is quite a difference in 
the different kinds of lime. 
For example, most calcium, 
or white lime, contains 388 
pounds of calcium per ton com­ 
pared to 208 pounds of cal­ 
cium contained in a ton of 
dolomitic or red lime. On the 
other 
hand, 
dolomitic lime 
contains 
considerable mag­ 
nesium where as calcium con­ 
tains very little, lf any. Con­ 
sequent! v, when we recommend 
a given number of tons of one 
kind of lime, and the other 
lime was applied in the same 
tonnage, the soil was not prop­ 
erly limed. 
We 
now make 
lime recom­ 
mendations in term s of actual 
pounds of plant food. In mak- 
ine lime recommendations, we 
tell you three things — the 
amount of calcium needed per 
acre, the amount of magnesium 
needed per acre, and the amount 
of calcuim and magnesium car­ 
bonates needed to correct the 
acidity of your soil, commonly 
referred to as calcium c a r i n ­ 
ate equivalent. Calcium carbon­ 
ate equivalent designates the 
sum total of calcium and mag­ 
nesium carbonates In lime and 
indicates the extent to which 
lime will correct soil acidity. 
These three things that we give 
you in the way of lime recom­ 
mendations correspond to the 
three major functions that lime 
perform s in the soil. These are 


expansion, but has contributed 
to a 5 percent increase in the 
wages of textile w orkers,” he 
told the group.

as 
follows; 
1-lime supplies 
calcium which Is used as a 
plant food just as nitrogen, 
phosphate, 
and 
{iota.sh are 
plant foods. 2 - lime supplies 
magnesium which is also used 
as a plant food. 3 - lime cor­ 
rects the soil acidity. As you 
can see, we make lime recom­ 
mendations in term s of actual 
pounds of plant food in ac- 
fcordance with the main func­ 
tions that lime perform s in the 
soli. 
Now, how do you determine 
how much lime to apply from 
your soil test recommenda­ 
tions? First, you need to get 
the lime analysis including the 
amount of calcium, the amount 
of magnesium, and the amount 
of calcium carbonate equivalent 
contained in a ton of lime from 
your lime dealer. Then, you 
merely divide the amount of 
each 
of the three 
elements 
needed per acre as shown on 
your soil test by the amount 
of the element contained in a 
ton of lime which will give you 
the number of tons required 
to supply the amount of that 
particular element needed. This 
.should be done for all three 
elements, and you will come up 
with three tonnage figures. For 
example, you may need three 
tons of lime to supply the cal­ 
cium 
needed, one ton to sup­ 
ply the magnesium needed, and 
two tons to supply the calcium 
carbonate equivalent in which 
case you should apply three tons 
per acre. In brief, you figure 
the number of tons of lime 
need to supply each 
of the 
three. The idea behind this is 
that you apply sufficient lime 
to take care of the worst need, 
and the 
other two are auto­ 
matically taken care of be­ 
cause you applied more lime 
than was needed to take care 
of them. 
I think the benefits of using 
the present method of making 
recommendations can be illu­ 
strated very simply. L et's as­ 
sume that by using the old 
method of making lime recom­ 
mendations in term s of tons per 
acre we recommended three 
tons of calcium lime per acre. 
Let's also assume that you ap­ 
plied three tons of red lime 
rather than using calcium lime. 
On the basis of 388 pounds of 
calcium per ton contained in 
calcium lime and 208 pounds 
of calcium contained in dolo­ 
mitic lime, three tons of cal­ 
cium lime contains 1164 pounds 
of calcium; whereas, three tons 
of dolomitic lime contains 624 
pounds of calcium. This means 
that if you apply three tons of 
dolomitic lime where three tons 
of calcium lime were needed, 
you would still be short 540 
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pounds 
of calcium per acre. 
This was a very common o c- 
curance 
when we made lim e 
recom m endations in term s of 
tons per acre. Now, by using 
the present method of making 
recom m endations in term s of 
actual 
pounds 
of plant food, 
you apply 
sufficient 
lim e to 
take care of all needs. 
We are certain that farm ers 
are doing a much better job 
of liming their soil by the use 
of the present method of m a k ­ 
ing lime recommendations. If 
you have further questions con­ 
cerning this m atter, we will be 
glad to discuss it with you lf 
you will drop by your Univer­ 
sity Extension Center.

Harvesting ol 
Cotton Crop 


HAYTI,

Twentv- 
four per cent was Low Middling, 
and eight per cent was Middling. 
Five per cent was Strict Good 
Ordinary md lower. Nineteen 
per cent fell in the light spot­ 
ted grades. Below Grade cot­ 
tons increased as they made 
up one per cent of the re­ 
ceipts. Fifty - one per cent of 
the cotton graded had 1-1/16 
inches staple length. Thirty- 
eight per cent was 1-1/32, and 
two per cent was 1-3/32 inches. 
Nine per cent was one inch and 
shorter, 
There is a steady increase in 
low m icronalre cotton. Tm per 
cent of the receipts fell in the 
3.0 to 3.4 range. Eighty-nine 
per cent fell in the 3.5 to 4.9 
range. Only one per cent miked 
5.0 and higher. 
Strict Low Middling and lower 
qualities are in most demand 
by buyers. Practically all of 
these 
qualities 
are bringing 
farm ers from even to twenty- 
five points over the loan rate. 
Most oi the higher qualities 
.ire being offered to the loan 
program. F arm ers are receiv­ 
ing from $44 to $48 per ton 
for cottonseed.

It was nothing more than a 
great if somewhat insane ex­ 
periment in 1819, this proposed 
steamship crossing of the At­ 
lantic backed by investors who, 
according to old hands in the 
sailing game, were somewhat 
daft in the pilot house. 
Despite 
jeers and 
laughter, 
from the experts, the little 
Savannah got under way 
for 
Liverpool May 2 2 ,1819. Today 
we recall the day as National 
M aritim e day, in honor of the 
first steam ship to cross the 
Atlantic. That the Savannah was 
only an auxiliary steam er, and 
made 
most of 
her crossing 
under 
sail, 
detracts nothing 
from h er fame. It was a great 
stride forward for the A m eri­ 
can m erchant m arine, which 
previously 
had 
stressed the 
packet and the clipper and a l­ 
lowed * other nations to move 
far ahead in steam ship travel. 
The anniversary is of p a r ­ 
ticular note this year, only a 
week after the giant ocean liner 
United 
States 
returned 
tr i­ 
umphantly from her first sea 
tria ls. 
The Savannah was a 
great first for America; in the 
sam e vein, the United States is 
the largest ship ever built in 
this country, and though she is 
not as long as Britains Queen 
Elizabeth, she may well prove 
to be the fastest liner afloat. 
COMPARATIVE FIGURES 
The trem endous shipbuilding 
strid es of the last 125 years are 
reflected in a comparison be­ 
tween the Savannah and the 
new supership: 
The Savannah 
has a length of 98 1/2 feet, 
Tonnage of 319, Speed 8 knots 
(under steam ) 
and 
cost of 
$50,000 
— The United States 
' has a length of 980 feet, ton­ 
nage of 51,500, Has speed of 
m ore than 31 knots, and a cost 
of $75,000,000. 
Despite the skeptics, the Sa­ 
vannah began its Trans-A tlantic 
voyage with considerable fan­ 
fare. 
The vessel, built in New 
York for the Savannah Steam ­ 
ship Company, arrived 
in 
Georgia April 7. 
A Savannah 
newspaper, the Republican, an­ 
nounced with more confidence 
than most m aritim e men exhib­ 
ited. 
“ The steam ship Savannah a r ­ 
rived at our port last evening 
after a boisterous passage of 
seven days from New York. On 
her approach to the city hun­ 
dreds of citizens flocked to the 
banks of the river and while 
she ascended saluted with long 
and loud huzzas! 
The utmost 
confidence is placed in 
her 
security.” 


The 
curious crowd 
saw a 
strange sight, a 3-m aster with a 
long, thin stack am idships and, 
slightly aft, two sidewheels cap­ 
able of being raised on deck 
and folded like fans when sa il­ 
ing power was used. As the_ 
ship came into port, she put on 
an extra burst of speed, smoke 
pouring from her stack. 
On 
May 19 Savannah news­ 
papers advertised that the ves­ 
sel would sail for Europe the 
next day, with passenger space 
available. 
There w ere, how­ 
ever, no takers, and the voyage 
was 
made without 
cargo or 
passengers. But the departure 
was not on the twentieth, for 
early that morning a crewm an, 
returning from a final cele­ 
bration ashore, misjudged the 
width of the gangplank and fell 
into the water. An inquiry in­ 
to the drowning delayed the 
sailing two days. 
At last the 
logbook for May 22 reported: 
“ At 7 a.m . got steam up, 
winded ship, and have up the 
anchor, and at 9 a.m. started 
with steam .”

The crossing, uneventful for

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days, eleven hours, with steam 
used only eighty hours. 
The 
rest of the time the vessel 
sailed before the winds. 
The 
speed of the trip is unimpres­ 
sive, since clipper ships had 
made the crossing in as little 
as sixteen days. Nevertheless, 
the Savannah was the herald of 
the great era of transoceanic 
steam travel. 
The one incident of note oc- 
cured after the coast of Ire­ 
land was sighted. The admiral 
in the Cove of Cork took the 
Savannah for a ship on fire, and 
dispatched the king’s cutter Kite 
to the rescue. 
The Kite could 
not sail fast enough to come 
up with a ship under 
bare 
poles. Finally the exasperated 
cutter crew fired several shots, 
the Savannah halted and the 
Englishmen, learning what the 
vessel was, asked permission 
to come on board and inspect 
her. 
After reaching Liverpool the 
Savannah was viewed 
by the 
British 
public 
with 
great 
curiosity and £qial suspicion. 
One newspaper sjggested that 
“ this steam operation may in 
some manner be connected with 
the 
ambitious 
views of the 
United States.” 
Another, re­ 
calling that Jerome Bonaparte 
had offered a large reward to 
anyone who would succeed in 
rescuing his brother, Napoleon, 
from St. Helena, surmised that 
the Savannah and her master, 
Capt. Moses Rogers, had that 
undertaking in view. 
THEN ON TO RUSSIA 
A month later, however, the 
Savannah 
departed 
for St. 
Petersburg, where she was in­ 
spected by the Russian high ad­ 
m iral and others. 
The final 
leg of the round trip , from 
Liverpool, was made under sail 
until the ship reached the mouth 
of the Savannah riv er; then she 
steam ed into port under full 
power. 
Advocates of steam 
power for trans-A tlantic travel 
had been vindicated, even though 
the Savannah had made most of 
the trip under sail. 
This was 
largely due to the fact that she 
could carry only 100 tons 
of 
fuel in her tiny hold. 
The 
Savannah 
story 
ends 
somewhat unhappily. 
Shortly, 
after the voyage a great fire in 
the Georgia city forced the 
steam ship company to go out 
of business. The Savannah was 
sold, her engine removed and 
she v is used as a packet from 
Savannah to New York. A few 
years later the vessel 
was 
wrecked in a storm off the 
Long Island coast, a short-lived 
prophet of greater things to 
come. 
No less than the Savannah, 
the United States is a monu­ 
ment to American ship-build­ 
ing enterprise. In her engines, 
decks and stateroom s are pro­ 
ducts of all forty-eight states.

And, for fireproofing 
reasons, no wood has been used.

Most of 
the furniture, of an easy-going 
modern design, is of aluminum. 
One reason behind all this, of 
course, is the possibility that 
the United States m aybe needed 
as a troopship.

soldiers. 
SOME PASSENGER LUXURIES 
The luxuries of the United 
States are many in contrast to 
the barren little Savannah — 
swimming pools, fine bars, a 
theater, to mention a few. But 
on the more practical side is 
the heating - air conditioning 
system , in which all air, warm 
or cold com es through a light’ 
fixture in the ceiling. 
The 
tem perature is controlled by the 
passenger him self on individual 
cabin therm ostats. 
For national security reasons, 
the exact speed of the United 
States remains a secret. 
It 
has been announced, however, 
that in her first sea trials the 
ship exceeded by more than two 
knots the 31.8 knots averaged by 
the Queen Mary on her record 
trans-Atlantic run in 1938. 
The speed, size, luxuries and 
equipment of the United States 
are a far cry from her remote 
ancestor, the Savannah. There 
is one point of kinship which 
looms clearly, however; both 
vessels, the 981/2 foot auxiliary 
steamship which crossed 
the 
Atlantic more than 
100 years 
ago, and the huge luxury liner 
yet to make her maiden voyage 
represent

When First Steamship 
Crossed Atlantic in 1819 


By W. W. BAKER in 
The Kansas City Tim es 
It was nothing more than a 
great if somewhat insane ex ­ 
periment in 1819, this proposed 
steam ship crossin g of the At­ 
lantic backed by investors who, 
according to old hands in the 
sailing game, were somewhat 
daft in the pilot house. 
Despite 
jeers and 
laughter - 
from 
the experts, 
the little 
Savannah got under way 
for 
Liverpool May 22,1819. Today 
we recall the day as National 
M aritime day, in honor of the 
first 
steam ship to cross the 
Atlantic. That the Savannah was 
only an auxiliary steam er, and 
made 
most of 
her crossing 
under 
sa il, 
detracts nothing 
from her fam e. It was a great 
stride forward for the Am eri­ 
can 
merchant 
m arine, which 
previously 
had 
stressed the 
packet and the clipper and a l­ 
lowed • other nations to move 
far ahead in steam ship travel. 
The anniversary is of p a r ­ 
ticular note this year, only a 
week after the giant ocean liner 
United 
States 
returned 
tri­ 
umphantly from her first sea 
tria ls. 
The Savannah was a 
great first for America; in the 
sam e vein, the United States is 
the largest ship ever built in 
this country, and though she is 
not as long as Britalns Queen 
Elizabeth, she may well prove 
to lie the fastest liner afloat. 
COMPARATIVE FIGURES 
The tremendous shipbuilding 
strides of the last 125 years are 
reflected in a comparison l« - 
tween the Savannah and the 
new supership: 
The Savannah 
has 
a length of 98 1/2 feet, 
Tonnage of 319, Speed 8 knots 
(under steam ) 
and 
cost of 
$50,000 
- - 
The United States 
has a length of 980 feet, ton­ 
nage of 51,500, Has speed of 
m ore than 31 knots, and a cost 
of $75,000,000, 
D espite the skeptics, the Sa­ 
vannah began its Trans-Atlantic 
voyage with considerable fan­ 
fare. 
The v essel, built in New 
York for the Savannah Steam­ 
ship Company, 
arrived 
in 
Georgia April 7. 
A Savannah 
newspaper, the Republican, an­ 
nounced with more confidence 
than most m aritim e men exhib­ 
ited. 
“ The steam ship Savannah a r­ 
rived at our port last evening 
after a boisterous passage of 
seven days from New York. On 
her approach to the city hun­ 
dreds of citizens flocked to the 
banks of the river and while 
she ascended saluted with long 
and loud huzzas! 
The utmost 
confidence is placed in 
her 
secu rity.” 


The 
curious crowd 
saw a 
strange sight, a 3-m aster with a 
long, thin stack amidships and, 
slightly aft, two sidewheels cap­ 
able of being raised on deck 
and folded like fans when sa il­ 
ing power was used. As the, 
ship cam e into port, she put on 
an extra burst of speed, smoke 
pouring from her stack, 
On 
May 19 Savannah new s­ 
papers advertised that the v e s­ 
sel would sail for Europe tile 
next day, with passenger space 
available. 
There w ere, how­ 
ever, no takers, and the voyage 
was 
made without 
cargo or 
p assengers. 
But the departure 
was not on the twentieth, for 
early that morning a crewman, 
returning from a final c e le ­ 
bration ashore, misjudged the 
width of the gangplank and fell 
into the water. 
An inquiry in­ 
to the drowning delayed the 
sailing two days. 
At last the 
logbook for May 22 reported: 
“ At 
7 a.m . 
got steam up, 
winded ship, and have up the 
anchor, and at 9 a.m . started 
with steam .”

One newspaper suggested that

Another, r e ­ 
calling that Jerom e Bonaparte 
had offered a large reward to 
anyone who would succeed in 
rescuing his brother, Napoleon, 
from St. Helena, surm ised that 
the Savannah and her m aster, 
Capt. M oses R ogers, had that 
undertaking in view. 
THEN ON TO RUSSIA 
A month later, however, th® 
Savannah 
departed 
for 
St. 
Petersburg, where she was in­ 
spected by the Russian high ad­ 
m iral and others. 
The final 
leg of the 
round trip, from 
L iverpool, was made under sail 
until the ship reached the mouth 
of the Savannah river; then she 
steam ed into port under full 
power. 
Advocates of steam 
power for trans-A tlantic travel 
had been vindicated, even though 
the Savannah had made most of 
the trip under sail. 
This was 
largely due to the fact that she 
could carry only IOO tons 
of 
fuel in her tiny hold. 
The 
Savannah 
story 
ends 
som ewhat unhappily. 
Shortly, 
after the voyage a great fire in 
the 
Georgia 
city 
forced the 
steam ship company to go out 
of business. The Savannah was 
sold, her engine removed and 
she v i s used as a packet from 
Savannah to New York. 
A few 
years 
later the v essel 
was 
wrecked in a 
storm off the 
Long Island coast, a short-lived 
prophet of greater things to 
com e. 
No 
le s s than the Savannah, 
the United States is a monu­ 
ment to American ship-build­ 
ing enterprise. In her engines, 
decks and stateroom s are pro­ 
ducts of all forty-eight states. 
The trim black vessel with white 
superstructure 
has i 
, 
white 
and 
blue 
stacks, 
the 
largest ever built. 
She 
lighter by far than the E liza­ 
beth, 
although only forty-one 
feet shorter. 
This is because 
of 
the 
lightweight m aterials 
used in construction. 
Alum­ 
inum, 
for exam ple, replaces 
steel in many places, even the 
stacks. 
And, for fireproofing 
reason s, no wood has been used. 
The ship’s rail, usually of teak, 
is constructed of alum inurn. The 
builders, with som e pride, point 
out that the only wood on board 
the 
United States 
is 
in the 
pianos and the meat chopping 
block in the galley. 
Most of 
the furniture, of an easy-going 
modern design, is of aluminum. 
One reason behind all this, of 
cou rse, is the possibility that 
the United States maybe needed 
as a troopship. Then, with few 
changes required she will be

14,000 
so ld iers. 
SOME PASSENGER LUXURIES 
The 
luxuries of the United 
States are many in contrast to 
the barren little Savannah — 
sw im m ing pools, fine bars, a 
theater, to mention a few. But 
on the more practical side is 
the heating - air conditioning 
system , in which all air, warm 
or cold com es through a light’ 
fixture in the ceiling. 
The 
tem perature is controlled by the 
passenger him self on individual 
cabin therm ostats. 
For national security reasons, 
the exact speed of the United 
States rem ains a secret. 
It 
has been announced, however, 
that in her first sea trials the 
ship exceeded by more than two 
knots the 31.8 knots averaged by 
the Queen Mary on her record 
trans-A tlantic run in 1938. 
The speed, size, luxuries and 
equipment of the United States 
are a far cry from her remote 
ancestor, the Savannah. There 
is one point of kinship which 
loom s clearly, however; both 
v e sse ls, the 981/2 foot auxiliary 
steam ship which crossed 
the 
Atlantic 
more than 
IOO years 
ago, and the huge luxury liner 
yet to make her maiden voyage 
represent 
great 
strid es 
by 
A m erica’s 
shipbuilding in­ 
dustry. 
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To add a personal touch to 
his C hristm as cards, a friend 
of ours decided to have the local 
ones delivered by hand.

It started, he said, with the 
assassination of President John

through the election. 
Forem ost among the prob­ 
lem s, Ragan said, was coverage

Warren Com m ission said news

prim e m inister, Harold Wilson. 
Wilson will seek President 
Johnson’s support when they

flow of money and goods. 
There is im m ediate peril that 
W estern 
Europe's two chief 
trading groups — the six-nation 
Common Market and the seven- 
nation European 
Free Trade 
Association — will break up be­ 
cause of actions by key mem­ 
bers. 
A longer-term peril lurks in 
the possibility that the Euro­ 
pean boom will play itself out. 
To safeguard them selves the 


nations might then adopt pro­ 
tectionist policies. 
As 
trade 
contracted m arkets shrank and 
unemployment 
spread, 
t h e 
Europeans and their trading 
partners would slide into a 
slump. 
Already there have been omi­ 
nous pointers. 
In most industrial countries of 
West Europe, excepting West 
Germany and Sweden, im ports 
a re outstripping exports, leav­ 
ing a scary trail of trade defic­ 
its. 
A survey by Common Market 
econom ists recently forecast a 


tapering off of the average Eu­ 
ropean growth rate from 5.5 per

If this, as the experts say they 
expect, coincides with a slow­ 
down of American expansion 
after nearly four years of high 
riding, a contest for world m ar­ 
kets may develop with ever­ 
growing intensity.
